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THE ROLE OF BOOKS 
IN SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH 


H. N. SOUTHERN 


THE scientist is apt to make a wry face at the mention of books. Their 
worth in his intellectual world is so variable and can—at the worst—be so 
slight that we are not surprised at his living so much within the circles of 
the scientific journals. Much valuable scientific work is usefully expounded 
in book form by its originator for a more popular audience, but as such 
books play no part in the conduct of research, only in its interpretation to 
the general reader, they do not concern us in this enquiry. 

We may wonder, then, why books are ever used in the presentation of 
research. The medium of the scientific journal seems to meet so completely 
all the requirements of the researcher. His material is submitted to expert 
referees, who are vitally interested themselves in the problems he has faced. 
They will constructively criticise the article, either editorially or perhaps 
in full meeting, if the journal is published by a learned society. 

In journals publication is relatively speedy and each number circulates 
rapidly to all corners of the world. Again, the author’s contribution is 
assured a permanent place in all libraries, preserved in a standard form with 
a convenient summary often in more than one language, so that people 
accustomed to the conduct of research can easily track it down and extract 
the essence from it. 

Finally, there is the invaluable system of issuing reprints of each article, 
which the author receives or may buy to distribute among people and 
institutions who will be interested. Complimentary copies of books could 
not be given away on this scale; furthermore, it is a great convenience to 


be able to study the background of a problem by taking home a bundle of 
$33 











reprints to con over in comfort instead of in the less congenial atmosphere 
of a library. And to be sure, there is a pleasure and a satisfaction in the 
courtesies of reprint exchanges between colleagues, known and unknown, 
friendly and hostile. 

Such are the advantages of journals for communicating new scientific 
knowledge. They have their drawbacks, too, but only a few that are of 
consequence, and first among these is the limitation of length. There are 
some journals which will admit long papers, if they are of the first 
importance, and there are even some, like Ecological Monographs, whose 
object is to publish just such papers as are too long for the usual run of 
journals. Normally 10,000 words are the limit, and there must be topics 
and discoveries which cannot possibly be treated within so brief a space. 
The growing torrent of scientific publication is in part responsible for these 
restrictions, just as it has brought about the present inordinate delay between 
acceptance and publication; therefore books are a necessary supplement in 
communicating major contributions to scientific advancement. 

Another drawback to journal publication (and one which has great 
potentialities for evil) is the encouragement it gives to rush half-digested 
work into print. In some parts of the world there is a deplorable tendency 
to ask a candidate for a job ‘How many’ instead of ‘How good are your 
publications?’ Everybody will sympathise with a young scientist struggling 
to establish his name, but the present piling up of scrappy and mediocre 
pieces of work is making a sad and tedious task of the bibliographical hunting 
that lies behind any research work. If a book is bad, it soon sinks into 
oblivion ; but a bad paper may assume a false significance from the reputation 
of the journal in which it appears. Editors, who must bear the ultimate 
blame, should remember the duty they owe to future generations of 
scientists. We need not pine for the days of Darwin, who, after five years’ 
work, allowed himself ‘to speculate on the subject, and drew up some short 
notes’, but we need not go to the other extreme of hasty and ill-considered 
scrivening. 

These are the advantages and disadvantages of journal publication for the 
scientist. We may next enquire whether books can be a valuable supplement 
to papers, serving a useful, if limited, purpose which papers would not 
achieve so well. We may get some inkling by considering how differently 
a reader approaches books and papers. Most researchers cultivate the habit 
of dropping into their library periodically when they have an hour to spare 
and looking through the recent issues of the journals. A glance at the contents 
page will reveal at once whether there is anything of outstanding interest 
to them. If so, they may settle down to digest it on the spot, or make a note 
for a later and more leisurely scrutiny. One or two of the other titles may 
excite curiosity, and they will study the summary at the end of each to 
decide whether the matter shall be pursued. 
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Books are quite another thing. Those which deal with the researcher’s own 
restricted field will be few and will sit well-thumbed on his own shelves, 
or even more thumbed on the shelves of his institute. He will know about 
forthcoming books well in advance. In any event, he will be thoroughly 
familiar with their scope, and so his reading of them will be a leisurely, 
reflective journey through well-known country, unlike his darting voyages 
of discovery into the journals. 


If this is how the scientist treats books, it looks as though their main use 
was to back up his memory and guide and check his thinking. One can 
make abstracts of papers, but rarely of books, because in books the ideas are 
usually more important than the information. Even if these ideas arouse 
the vehement disagreement of the reader, they remain in his mind as a 
stimulus and help him to shape his own more clearly. 


Worth-while scientific books will therefore cover much broader topics 
than papers can do; and it is no accident that many of the major discoveries 
and advances, for instance in biology, have been communicated in book 
form. It is not fair to quote The Origin of Species as an example, because in 
Darwin’s day societies and their proceedings were few and far between. 
But to come nearer to the present day, the understanding of evolutionary 
processes took a great step forward with the publication in 1930 of R. A. 
Fisher’s Genetical Theory of Natural Selection and another step in 1939 with 
C. D. Darlington’s Evolution of Genetic Systems. Similarly in ecology the 
reorientation of a subject hitherto mainly preoccupied with plants to focus 
on the complex inter-relationships of animal communities was accomplished 
once and for all by Charles Elton in his book Animal Ecology published in 
1927. 

Behind these major advances lies a whole series of considerable contribu- 
tions to knowledge which have come upon the scientific world with far 
less éclat, but which by their nature have needed a lengthy and patient 
unfolding only possible in a book. Researches which have developed 
step by step, so that a broad plan of enquiry has been filled in over many 


years, demand a final drawing together which allows them to be seen in 
their entirety. 


Similarly wide fields of enquiry may be surveyed in books, though based 
on other people’s results. These can merge almost imperceptibly into text- 
books, which from their instructive nature are not here considered. But 
we may, perhaps, make one important point about such surveys. They may 
considerably ease the bibliographical hunt which lies behind research by 
bringing together and citing all the literature that is relevant. This does not 
relieve the research worker from hunting for himself, because it is always 
possible that something has been missed or misinterpreted (and nobody 
would forego the triumph of unearthing an overlooked document or 
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correcting an interpretation); but he can get through the preliminary stages 
speedily and be thankful for a handful of obscure references which would 
have taken him long to discover. 

In passing, we may note that most modern scientific books refer to their 
authorities in the text only by author and date, collecting the full citations 
at the end of the book or of each chapter. Older scientific books used 
footnotes instead. The change undoubtedly sprang from following the 
rather formal lay-out of a journal article. 

Finally, there is a growing class of scientific publication for which books 
are more suitable than articles. The communication of team research, or of 
the proceedings of conferences arranged round a central topic, is often more 
successfully achieved in a single volume than in a scattered series of papers. 
Here again the book performs its double benefit of handling a large amount 
of material and of making a preliminary selection of sources for the reader. 

Now that we have explored a little into the complementary uses which 
the scientist makes of books and papers in his researches, readers, particularly 
non-scientists, may be interested to follow in more detail how a project 
of research is planned and carried out. Suppose that an ecologist wishes to 
discover what is the dispersal rate of a particular species of animal. To begin 
with, there will be a background of general thinking supported by a few 
books and key papers which will have led him to decide on this matter as 
all important. The information sought may be economically valuable 
because the animal is a pest, or may simply contribute to the greater under- 
standing of fundamental problems of population ecology or genetics. 

The next stage will be one of rather broad and tentative enquiry. Who 
has written about this particular animal in any part of the world: Who has 
discussed dispersal in a creature with not too dissimilar a life history: The 
first move will be to comb the abstracting and subject-indexing publications; 
that invaluable production, the Zoological Record, and supplementary works 
like Biological Abstracts, must be searched through. Many research institutes 
now have their own method of coding the contents of scientific papers, 
whether by a humble card index or by a more elaborate system with 
mechanical sorting aids. In course of time, a formidable array of titles in 
various languages accumulates, spread over so many journals that the 
massive World List of Scientific Periodicals must be consulted to discover 
merely in which libraries of Great Britain they may be consulted. Usually, 
however, the chaff is winnowed away quickly, and indeed frequently there 
is very little grain left behind. 

The researcher must then make a new start. He must either go out into 
the field and start studying the straightforward life-history of his animal, or 
he must make another literature hunt among related species and topics. 
Usually he does both, so that observation may check knowledge of kindred 
species, while the habits of relatives will suggest new things to look for. 
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As a result of this twofold process, the researcher will soon have filled 
in a background to his particular enquiry as well as to the general problem. 
By this time he will begin to discern where his greatest effort will be needed. 
He may have to retire into the laboratory and learn to establish ‘happy’ 
populations of his animals, whose physiological responses to various 
properties of the environment he can study under controlled and simplified 
conditions. On the other hand, he may need to work out methods of 
studying field populations, of marking animals so that he can identify them 
individually afterwards wherever or whenever he may meet them, of 
estimating numbers, birth rates and death rates, of judging how these vary 
with season and year and thus how they will affect the property of the 
population in which he is most interested—the dispersal rate. 


Now he is embarked, and from here right to the final stage of publishing 
his results his use of books, papers and discussion (the three methods of 
scientific communication) will be concentrated on keeping abreast with 
related work in his field. To put it at the least, this constant interplay of 
thoughts prevents the waste of much valuable time and spendthrift duplica- 
tion of work; at the best it hastens the extension of the boundaries of 
knowledge, since activities in each sector provoke or damp activities in 
others, thus making the general forward movement more unified. 


By now we must have realised that books do play a vital if perhaps a 
restricted part in the dynamics of seeking wisdom; let us reflect therefore, 
in conclusion, how much more important they must be where any parts 
of the advancing front are lagging behind. Those who work at Oxford or 
Chicago enjoy smoothly functioning and omnipotent libraries as well as 
highly-skilled advice given freely at informal gatherings. Those who try to 
keep up the pace in New Guinea or Samoa do not have these complex 
organisations at their service, nor do they have the cross fertilisation of 
such eminent brains; as far as such intellectual isolation can be broken down, 
books are probably more potent than journals. The movements of scientific 
reprints about the world are, in general, random; books are polarised from 
the older to the newer regions. But this is only temporary, and the speed 
with which a ‘newer’ region can become an ‘older’ one is well exemplified 
by the United States. Learning has a high rate of increase.

Sweet & Maxwell, 6s.6d. 1954. 21 cm. 194 pages. 


The new edition of this work remains in two main parts. The subject index lists 
books under a wide range of legal headings, including important works out of print. 
Then follows the author index, containing a complete list of all current legal text- 
books, together with details of title, publisher, date and price. Further lists give 
particulars of current law reports and periodicals, while a new section on Command 
Papers gives a list of Reports published as Command Papers, 1900-53. There is also 
a comprehensive table of abbreviations used in law reports and periodicals. This is 
an invaluable guide for the lawyer and librarian. (016-34)

It is very largely a select list of the 
more modern works in the Library, as pre-war titles are included only when they are 
classics or have not been superseded by more up-to-date books. The many and diverse 
aspects of the science are adequately covered, books in each section generally being 
arranged alphabetically by name of author, and there is a subject index.

THE FORMATION OF THE PHILLIPPS LIBRARY UP TO 


THE YEAR 1840. A. N. L. Munby. Cambridge University Press, 18s. 1954. 
22 cm. 190 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 11 plates. (Phillipps Studies, No. 3) 


These Studies (twelve in all are promised) deal with the life and library of Sir Thomas 
Phillipps who, in the middle of the last century, was the owner of the most famous 
private library in Europe and the greatest collector of manuscripts. In this one, the 
Librarian of King’s College, Cambridge, describes the origins of Phillipps’s passion 
for book collecting and the most important purchases and negotiations during an 
exciting twenty years in the history of English book-collecting. He successfully 
carries out the difficult task of telling the history of a library in narrative form. Here, 
then, are vignettes of collectors and booksellers, an account of the Middle Hill Press, 
references to Phillipps’s solicitude for the better preservation of public records and 
a recognition of his true veneration for learning which made him open his house at 
Middle Hill, Worcestershire, to many European scholars. (027.1)

THE BIOLOGY OF MENTAL DEFECT. Lionel S. Penrose. 2nd edition. 
Sidgwick & Jackson, 25s. 1954. 224 cm. 318 pages. 11 illustrations. 47 tables. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This exhaustive study from the Galton Laboratory, University College, London, 

relates medical and psychopathological conditions of mental defect to genetics. 

Dr. Penrose opens with historical background and incidence, definition and measure- 

ments. He classifies defectives, discusses causation, methods of analysis of human 

genetics and the genetics of intelligence. Clinical descriptions of types of defect 
follow, with a final chapter on treatment. In this revised edition, besides corrections 
in the text, there is a review of work published since 1948, with additional references. 

The work is of the greatest importance and interest to the specialist and, as Professor 

Haldane remarks in the preface, ‘A contribution both to thought and to humanism’.

ESSAYS ON THE LAW OF NATURE. John Locke. The Latin text with a 
translation, introduction and notes, together with transcripts of Locke’s shorthand 
in his Journal for 1676. Edited by W. von Leyden. Oxford University Press, 35. 
1954. 224 cm. 304 pages. 2 plates. Bibliography. Indexes. 

Locke’s early essays discuss a theory of natural law in terms of its being known 

essentially by means of reason operating through sense-experience. This approach 

expressly rules out any notion of a law of nature founded on universal consent or of 
restricted validity—both of which enjoyed contemporary support. The editor, 

Lecturer in Philosophy, University of Durham, in his careful and scholarly com- 

mentary brings out the permanent significance of this view in the development of 

natural law theory, as well as examining its immediate influence on other writers, 
together with its place in Locke’s mature thinking. The extensive bibliography and 

Latin and English texts make this book of value, particularly to specialists. (192)

THE BIBLE. Historical, Social and Literary Aspects of the Old and New Testa- 
ments described by Christian Scholars. ‘The Times’, 1s. 1954. 46 cm. 32 pages. 
Illustrations. Paper covers. 

The Times has rendered a valuable service by the publication of this supplement, 

to which leading scholars of all religious denominations have contributed. This year 

marks the 150th anniversary of the British and Foreign Bible Society, which aims at 
spreading knowledge of the Scriptures in all lands, and no better way of celebrating 
dent event could have been found than by providing authoritative information about 
the meaning of the Bible—what it has meant and what it may mean in the future. 
The supplement is, indeed, a companion to the Bible and most attractively produced.

A NEW TESTAMENT COMMENTARY FOR ENGLISH READERS. 
Vol. Il. The Acts of the Apostles, St. Paul’s Letters to the Churches.

This volume on the Acts and St. Paul’s letters from Romans to Thessalonians is a 

companion to Monsignor Knox’s commentary on the Gospels published a year 

ago and has all the excellent qualities of its predecessor—lucidity, conciseness and 

a sure touch. No attempt is made to deal in detail with literary and textual problems, 

and the introductions to the various books are disappointingly brief. On the other 
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hand, the notes, while not exhaustive, are admirably adapted to the needs of the 
ordinary reader and many will be grateful for the light shed on obscure and difficult 
passages. (225-6) 


POVERTY. The English version of La Pauvreté in Problémes de la Religieuse 
d’Aujourd’hui translated by Lancelot C. Sheppard. Blackfriars Publications, 15s. 
1954. 22cm. 264 pages. (Religious Life, IV) 

Although this book comprises papers read at a conference in Paris to consider the 

needs of the modern French nuns, its contents are applicable to religious sisters of 

all nationalities and of interest to those who desire information about the vow 
of poverty. Six essays deal with the history of religious poverty and these are followed 
by a discussion of the theological, canonical and psychological aspects of the subject. 

In the final section, consideration is given to the complicated practical ha 

which are created within the present economic system by the practice of the vow.

THE JEWISH SECT OF QUMRAN AND THE ESSENES. New 
Studies on the Dead Sea Scrolls. A. Dupont-Sommer. Translated from the 
French by R. D. Barnett. Vallentine, Mitchell, 10s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 208 pages. 
4 plates. Map. Bibliography. Indexes. 

Professor Dupont-Sommer’s Nouveaux Apergus sur les Manuscrits de la Mer Morte 

(1953), an important contribution to the study of the Dead Sea Scrolls, now appears 

in an excellent English translation. In the light of new knowledge afforded by the 

finds at Qumran and the publication of the Manual of Discipline the author defends 
and develops his identification of the sect with the Essenes and of the Kittim with 
the Romans. The teachings of the sect are compared with beliefs found in Jewish 
pseudepigrapha, and Iranian influence is also detected. An appendix reviewing 
discoveries at Qumran, Wadi Murabba’at and elsewhere up to February 1954 
completes this invaluable study. (296-6)

THE VANISHING IRISH. The Enigma of the Modern World. Edited 
by John A. O’Brien. W. H. Allen, 12s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 240 pages. 3 illustrations 
in text. 6 charts. 5 tables. Map. 
There are two main themes discussed in this collection of essays: the stationar 
population of the Republic of Ireland, and the dying out of Irish immigrant stoc 
in the United States. Approximately the whole of the natural increase in the 
Republic’s population is counter-balanced by migration overseas. This is mainly 
the result of the ‘flight from the countryside’, a phenomenon by no means peculiar 
to Ireland. As regards the American Irish, though there are no precise figures available, 
it is stated that their numbers are declining owing to an exceptionally low marriage 
rate. Reasons and remedies, economic and social, for this state of affairs are examined 
candidly, but with a good deal of repetition, by several well-known Irish writers.

SEX AND THE SOCIAL ORDER. Georgene H. Seward. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 1954. 18 cm. 286 pages. 8 illustrations. 16 tables. Bibliography. Indexes. 
Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 
An American psychologist here gives a comprehensive survey of scientific studies 
(previous to the Kinsey reports) bearing on the psychological and social relations 
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between the sexes. The book is sober and informative in summarising physiological 
knowledge and studies of animal behaviour, and it will be useful for adult education 
classes and as introductory reading for undergraduates. The account of studies in 
anthropology, social psychology and sociology is rather uncritical in its acceptance 
of any work that seems to support a conventionally ‘progressive’ attitude towards 
the topic. Even here the book (first published in 1946) is useful for its thorough 
bibliography and lucid summaries of research up to 1944. (301-424) 


SOCIAL MOBILITY IN BRITAIN. Edited by D. V. Glass. Routledge 
& Kegan Paul, 36s. 1954. 224cm. 420 pages. Tables. Indexes. (International 
Library of Sociology and Social Reconstruction) 


Several colleagues of Professor Glass at the London School of Economics are among 
the contributors to this comprehensive survey of the social origins, education and 
occupational achievements of a random sample of 10,000 adults. The book is 
significant as being the first social study based on adequate data which deals with the 
structure and changing circumstances of tle middle as well as the lower classes. 
It analyses, among other matters, and illustrates by statistical tables, the social grading 
of occupations, pa effects of education on the social status of individuals, and the 
extent of marriage between persons of different social origins. (301-44) 


COLOUR BAR. Learie Constantine. Stanley Paul, 12s.6d. 1954. 22 cm. 194 pages. 
20 illustrations. 


This is a very timely and useful contribution to the problem of colour prejudice, 
by the famous West Indian cricketer. Over many lands and through many fields 
of human activity, religion, politics, sport, education, he pursues the theme of the 
disabilities and annoyances which the coloured man must suffer because he is not 
white. The problem is world-wide, and a serious account, reasoned and not unduly 
bitter in tone, is of great value. (301-45)

of the States of the World for the Year 1954. Edited by S. H. Steinberg.

The latest information on the political, religious, economic and social affairs of the 
nations of the world is here provided. Important articles give details of the United 
Nations and Specialised Agencies, as well as, among others, the World Council 
of Churches, the Council of Europe, the European Defence Community, the Arab 
League, the Organisation of American States, and the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation. All the main facts concerning different countries can be found in 
this invaluable reference work.

This brief statement records the decision of H.M. Government to create a unified 

service to be known as H.M. Oversea Civil Service, to comprise the Administrative 

and a large number of specialist services formerly recruited on a limited territorial 

basis.

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THE EVOLUTION OF DIPLOMATIC METHOD. The Chichele 
Lectures delivered at the University of Oxford in November 1953. Harold 
Nicolson. Constable, 10s.6d. 1954. 22cm. 100 pages. 


Sir Harold Nicolson traces in masterly fashion the main stages in the development 
of the art of negotiation between states. In the first lecture he considers the principles 
arrived at in the ancient world; the second deals with what he describes as the 
unfortunate ideas and habits introduced by the Italians of the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries; the third examines the improved methods and theories established by the 
French between the seventeenth and nineteenth centuries; and the last discusses 
the innovations in diplomatic technique since 1919. This ‘new diplomacy’ of the 
loudspeaker and television is severely criticised (is it diplomacy at all?), and a strong 
plea is made for a return to the principles of sound negotiation as they have been 
worked out through the centuries. (327) 


INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. The World Community in Transition. 
Norman D. Palmer and Howard C. Perkins. Stevens & Sons, $5s. 1954. 244 cm. 
1,284 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Tables. Bibliography. Index. (Library of World 
Affairs) 

The English edition, published under the auspices of the London Institute of World 

Affairs, of a new American treatise by two members of the Wharton School of 

Finance and Commerce, University of Pennsylvania. It attempts to give an objective 

account of international relations with a proper attention to principles, to historical 

background, to international organisation and to recent developments. Parts I to III 

analyse the nature of the State, nationalism and sovereignty, the bases of national 

power and such instruments of policy as diplomacy, war, propaganda and collective 
security. There follow accounts of the course of international politics, 1900-45; of 
conflicts and changes in the post-war world and the foreign policies of the great 

powers; and of the organisation and activities of the United Nations. (327) 


AMBASSADORS AND SECRET AGENTS. The Diplomacy of the First 
Earl of Malmesbury at The Hague. Alfred Cobban. Cape, 21s. 1954. 23 cm. 
256 pages. 4 illustrations. Map. Chronology. Bibliography. Index. 


This study of the diplomatic activities of Sir James Harris, first Earl of Malmesbury, 
is the first critical estimate of the work of an extremely able diplomat. Professor 
Cobban has made a careful study of his mission to The Hague, where he took part 
in a confused, but fierce, competition in which Great Britain, France, and Prussia 
sought to extend their influence in the politics of the Dutch Republic. His researches 
among the memoirs, letters, and official dispatches of the late eighteenth century 
enable him to throw much light on the methods of diplomacy of the period, and 
his book is revealing about the way in which government funds were used. (327-42) 


THE CABINET COUNCIL, 1783-1835. The Raleigh Lecture on History, 
British Academy, 1952. A. Aspinall. Oxford University Press for the British Academy, 
10s.6d. 1954. 25 cm. 108 pages. Paper covers. 

Professor Aspinall’s fully documented account of the growth and working of the 

‘Efficient’ as opposed to the ‘Nominal’ Cabinet is full of interest to all curious as to 

the development of British constitutional practice. Recent historians have made 

clear beyond doubt that, up to the reign of William IV, the British sovereign was a 

paramount force in politics. This is a rather different view from that held less than 

a generation ago. The stages in the decline of this influence, and the extraordinary 
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informality of eighteenth and early nineteenth century Cabinet business, are but two 
of many outstanding themes in a monograph of exceptional importance, freshness 
and grasp. (328-4209) 


THE PARLIAMENT OF FRANCE. D. W. S. Lidderdale. 2nd impression. 
Hansard Society, 21s. 1954. 224 cm. 318 pages. Glossary. Index. 
French parliamentary procedure has been adopted as the model for a number of the 
parliaments of western Europe and for that of Egypt, and also for the many local 
assemblies of the French Union. This account of the rules and customs of the 
Parliament of the Fourth French Republic (first published in 1951) has, therefore, 
understandably attracted wide interest among students and others. After tracing the 
development of the present system it describes clearly the organisation of the National 
Assembly, the rules of debate, the control of finance, and other constitutional 
matters. An addendum dated November 1953 shows recent changes and proposals 
for revision of the constitution. (328-44) 


THE COMMUNIST PARTY OF INDIA. A Short History. M. R. 
Masani. Introduction by Guy Wint. Verschoyle in association with the Institute 
of Pacific Relations, 18s. 1954. 224 cm. 302 pages. Notes. 

The two major Asian powers, India and China, present significant examples of two 

contrasting forms of government—democracy and communism—both facing 

problems of widespread poverty and industrial backwardness. A study of the history 
and present position of the Communist Party in India is therefore most timely. The 
author describes communist activity from 1918 to 1954 and in his conclusion gives 
the warning that ‘the Communist Party in India is a dagger pointed at the heart of 
democracy in the most populous country of the world outside the Iron Curtain’. 
Mr. Masani has been long associated with Nehru, and has served India as Ambassador 
in Brazil. (320-954)

The report of a social research unit established at Bedford College, University of 

London, to enquire into certain aspects of the industrial mobility of adult male 
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workers in one district in which the industries are old-established and in another in 
which they have been fairly recently developed. The findings, which are based upon 
the personal contributions of hundreds of workers and employers, are thus capable of 
wider application. They are particularly valuable as showing, wliy and to what extent 
men change their jobs within an industry, whether or not within the same firm, ‘or 
change to some entirely different occupation. (331-182) 


THE LAW RELATING TG COMMERCIAL LETTERS OF CREDIT. 
A. G. Davis. 2nd edition. Pitman, 30s. 19$4. 224 cm. 232 pages. Tables. Index. 


The purpose of commercial letters of credit is mainly to facilitate overseas trade by 
combining the advantages of ready money to the seller and credit to the buyer, with 
security to both parties. Early chapters describe the various kinds of letters of credit 
and their operation, and the legal relationship between the several parties is fully 
treated. Later chapters deal with negotiability and assignability of letters of credit, 
damages for breach of the banker’s contract and performance by the seller of his 
obligations and claims against his goods. The author of this work (which first appeared 
in 1939) is Professor of Law at Auckland University College, New Zealand. (332-7)

Glanville Williams; Professor R. C. FitzGerald’s inaugural lecture “The Role of the 
Solicitor in Modern Society’; “Constitution-making in British Guiana’ by Professor 
Keeton; and “The reasons behind the decisions of the International Court of Justice’, 


by Dr. E. Hambro, former Registrar of the International Court of Justice. (340) 


PERSONAL PROPERTY. J. Crossley Vaines. Butterworth, 37s.6d. 1954. 
254 cm. 424 pages. Tables. Index. 


This new book by a lecturer in law in the University of Liverpool gives the more 
important rules of law and equity which affect everyday transactions with personal 
property. It covers the nature of personalty; ownership and possession; the transfer 
and acquisition of personal property; the giving or loan of personalty by way of 
security; and debtors and creditors. Topics more within the range of commercial 
law, such as patents, trademarks, copyright and insurance and company law, have 
been excluded. The work should be useful both to students and to practitioners. 
Appendices give texts of important statutes. (347°3) 


CASES ON THE LAW OF CONTRACT. G. C. Cheshire and C. H. S. 
Fifoot. 2nd edition. Butterworth, 40s. 1954. 25 cm. 472 pages. Tables. 


In the new edition of this standard casebook on the English law of contract (which 
first appeared in 1946) many changes have been made in bringing authorities up to 
date and twenty-five cases have been added. Altogether ninety-two judgments are 
given in their entirety, each preceded by a brief statement of the legal principle it 
illustrates. Dr. Cheshire was formerly Vinerian Professor of English Law at Oxford 
and Mr. Fifoot is All Souls Reader in English Law in that University. (347°4) 
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THE PRINCIPLES OF MODERN COMPANY LAW. L. C. B. Gower. 
Stevens & Sons, 45s. 1954. 25 cm. 640 pages. Tables. Index. 


The aim of this important new work on modern English company law is to supply 
essential background material and to emphasise the principles of common law and 
equity on which this branch of the law is still based rather than statutory 
provisions which supplement and amend them in detail. After an introduction on 
the nature and functions of companies and their modern history, the work covers the 
consequences of incorporation; the formation and flotation of companies; the various 
forms of a company’s securities; and the forms of investor and creditor protection. 
This book will be useful both to legal and other practitioners and to students. The 
author is Sir Ernest Cassel Professor of Commercial Law in the University of 
London.

CANADIAN MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. Kenneth Grant Crawford, 
University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $750.

The sixth volume in a series planned to collect basic, authoritative information on 
the government of Canada. This study in the local government field is especially 
valuable because it brings together for the first time a great deal of fragmentary 
material. The author is Professor of Political Science in Queen’s University, Kingston, 
Ontario, and Director of the Institute of Local Government, Ontario. Professor 
Crawford has written a general survey of local governments rather than a critical 
analysis. He examines the Canadian system or systems, for it varies from province 
to province, under such headings as Municipal Administration, Real Property Assess- 
ment, Municipal Finance, etc. (352-071) 


THE HOME OFFICE. Sir Frank Newsam. Allen & Unwin, 15s. 1954. 224 cm. 
224 pages. Index. (New Whitehall Series) 


This is the first of a new series prepared under the auspices of the Royal Institute of 
Public Administration, under the general editorship of Sir Robert Frazer, on the work 
of major departments of the British central government. Sir Frank Newsam, as 
Permanent Under-Secretary of State for the Home Department, writes with full 
knowledge and authority on the functions of the Home Office, which is responsible 
for the police, the fire service, civil defence, licensing, the control of aliens, the 
administration of justice, and many other services on which the security and well- 
being of the citizen largely depend. (354423)

Also included is a general historical review; an examination of 
theories and principles with frequent references to specific cases; and a consideration 
of the rate structure 1916-52, the Board of Transport Commissioners, highway freight 
and passenger transport, civil aviation, and inland and ocean shipping.

Articles in this 
issue include: ‘Simultaneous Diophantine Approximation’, by H. Davenport, who 
is part author with G. L. Watson of another on “The minimal points of a positive 
definite quadratic form’; “The Green’s function of an elastic plate’, by W. R. Dean 
and G. Z. Harris; and ‘On convergence and summability factors in a sequence’, by

MATHEMATICS IN WESTERN CULTURE. Morris Kline. Allen & 
Unwin, 30s. 1954. 22} cm. 500 pages. 27 illustrations. 88 illustrations and diagrams 
in text. Bibliography. Index. 


Professor Kline deplores the recent habit of thought which refuses to recognise 
mathematics as an integral part of Western culture; he maintains that this refusal is 
unhistorical and that it has a bad effect on the climate of Western thought. Though 
not a history of mathematics, the book deals with the development of mathematics 
on historical lines, relating the main streams of discovery to contemporary modes of 
art, philosophy and social structure: for example, the influence of Newtonian physics 
on the Augustan age of English literature. The readers to whom the author most 
wishes to appeal are those whose knowledge of mathematical technique is slight; 
and he has, therefore, been able to deal with only a fraction of his vast subject. He 
has, however, made a valuable contribution to an urgent and important theme.

THE GREEN AND RED PLANET. A Physiological Study of the Possibility 
of Life on Mars. Hubertus Strughold. With editorial assistance and a foreword by 
Green Peyton. Sidgwick & Jackson, 7s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 112 pages. Numerous 
illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 


This is the first discussion of the possibility of life on other worlds by a biologist 
and physiologist, all previous theories having been the work of astronomers or 
story-tellers. Dr. Strughold is not only a physiologist but, in the field of aviation 
medicine, has spent the greater part of his life investigating the effect on known 
forms of life of the hostile environment of the upper atmosphere. Mars is selected 
as the only planet likely to support life in any form recognisable by us, and a detailed 
study is made of the physical conditions on this planet, with a view to establishing the 
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kinds of life that might conceivably be found there. The book is well illustrated, 
contains adequate references, and will be of interest to the expert and to the intelligent 
layman. (523-4)

SOUND. R. C. Brown. Longmans, 10s.6d. 1954. 224 cm. 154 pages. Diagrams. 
Index. (Texthook of Physics, Vol. 3) 

A textbook intended for intermediate or advanced level students. It deals mainly 
with the mechanics of vibrations and waves. Chapters on the subjective effects of 
sound and on acoustical measurements and apparatus are also included. Examples 
(with answers) taken from various examination papers are added to each chapter. 
The text is clearly written and copiously illustrated, and serves its purpose well. 
Dr. Brown is a Senior Lecturer in Physics at University College, London. —_ (34) 


ERR OMAGNSTIC DOMAINS. K. H. Stewart. Cambridge University Press, 
25s. 1954. 224 cm. 188 pages. 17 illustrations. 70 diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. 
Index. (Cambridge Monographs on Physics) 

The study of ferromagnetic domains has two main aspects: the first, the magnitude of 

the spontaneous magnetisation of the individual domains; the second, the direction 

of this magnetisation, and the variation of this direction from place to place in a 

material. This book gives a useful summary of the main facts and theories relevant 

to the first aspect, and to ferromagnetism generally, but is concerned mainly with 
the second, and the clarification which has taken place as a result of developments 
in the past ten years, to which the author has himself made contributions. The book 
will be valuable to those requiring a knowledge of recent developments in this 
field.

THE PEBBLES ON THE BEACH. Clarence Ellis. Faber, 12s.6d. 1954. 21 cm. 
164 pages. 36 illustrations in colour. 10 drawings in text. Bibliography. Index. 


Mr. Ellis is to be congratulated on introducing in well-chosen and non-technical 
language a new pursuit to amateur naturalists. This book is a guide to how pebbles 
are formed, what they are made of, and where the different types are to be found 
round the British coasts. He touches on the distribution of semi-precious stones, but 
rightly deplores and explodes any idea of turning this hobby into a search for lucre. 
The coloured illustrations are not only beautifully reproduced, but show the aesthetic 
satisfaction that may be derived from a carefully chosen and (in the case of the choicest 
specimens) polished collection. (552)

BABA OF KARO. A Woman of the Muslim Hausa. M. F. Smith. Faber, 25s. 
1954. 224 cm. 300 pages. Frontispiece. Plan. Map. Glossary. Notes. Index. 

This unique autobiography of a Nigerian woman was dictated in the vernacular 
shortly before she died in 1951. Born about 1890 into a well-to-do farming family, 
she describes vividly and with some humour her upbringing, childhood friendships, 
four marriages, and daily life, during a period when slave-raiding and inter-tribal 
warfare were gradually being superseded by British rule. The many details given 
about household routine, marketing and dances, ceremonies and taboos, relations 
between co-wives of a polygamist, kinship usages, and the upheavals caused by slave 
raids and other political incidents, make this a document of outstanding value about 
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African life in tribal conditions. Dr. Michael Smith, the anthropologist husband 
of the translator, provides an introduction and notes explaining Hausa culture 
generally and some of the more esoteric details in the narrative. The translation itself 


reads very well. (572-9669)

AN OUTLINE OF DEVELOPMENTAL PHYSIOLOGY. Chr. P. 
Raven. Translated from the Dutch by L. de Ruiter. Pergamon Press, 17s.6d. 1954. 
20 cm. 224 pages. 10 plates. 64 black-and-white drawings and text figures. 
Glossary. Bibliography. Indexes. (Pergamon Science Series) 
The author, Professor of Zoology, Utrecht University, first published this book in 
Holland in 1948 and now Dr. de Ruiter provides an excellent translation. Experi- 
mental embryology has been in existence now for well over fifty years, and since its 
subject matter, the unfolding of a complex organism from a simple fertilised egg, has 
thrown so much light on the fundamental problems of genetics and physiology, it 
forms an important part of most zoology and medical courses. There exist large 
textbooks and compressed surveys, but few books that cover the ground so thoroughly 
in so small a space as this one. It is ideal for university students. (s91°33) 


A BIRD WATCHER IN SCANDINAVIA. Some Observations of the Rarer 
British Visitors in their Native Haunts. Alan Davidson. Chapman & Hall, 215. 
1954. 224 cm. 208 pages. 65 photographs (1 in colour) by Arthur Christiansen. 
Endpaper maps. Indexes. 

A very straightforward account of bird-photographing adventures in the four 

countries sometimes known as Fenno-Scandia. Mr. Davidson describes with 

enthusiasm and in well moderated language the country and people, as well as the 
birds, of Norwegian mountains and Finnish lakes. The Eurasian Arctic is a fascinating 
region and many of its species are known all over the Old World in their non- 
breeding plumages. Unfortunately only the western corner of it can be studied but, 
even so, the richness of the fauna described here will astonish those who think of the 
sub-Arctic as barren. The standard of the photographs is uniformly high. (598-2948) 


ANIMALS MY ADVENTURE. Lutz Heck. Translated from the German by 
E. W. Dickes. Methuen, 18s. 1954. 224 cm. 180 pages. 54 photographs. 
Dr. Heck, who was for many years Director of the Berlin Zoo, describes his 
adventures in Africa and Canada hunting animals for sport and for the Zoo. Two 
shorter sections describe the sad destruction that air-raids caused among his animals 
and some ingenious breeding experiments to recapture as nearly as possible the 
characteristics of the original, wild, European cattle, horses and bison. Dr. Heck 
writes in a way that will appeal to the general reader (though the translation halts 
now and then) and his zeal and knowledge make the book at once stimulating and

The notes deal with the principles of the design, adjustment, use and testing of good- 
quality knife-edge balances and weights employed for precise weighing in scientific 
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laboratories. They are based largely on experience and information gained in main- 
taining standards of mass and in testing weights and balances. The notes are intended 
to assist those concerned with precise weighing in industry and research; they do not 
provide all the information necessary for those who need to reach specially high 
accuracy in weighing. (607-8) 


VOLUMETRIC GLASSWARE. Scientific Aspects of Design and Accuracy. 

National Physical Laboratory. H.M. Stationery Office, ts.6d. 1954. 244 cm. 26 pages.

The purpose of the notes is to present the basic scientific information which must be 
taken into account in the preparation of standards for volumetric glassware, and to 
set out the main features of standardisation which are of general applicability in 
rationalisation or verification. Certain features applying only to particular instruments 
are also dealt with and, for those vessels intended to deliver (not to contain) a specified 
volume, examples showing the need for close control of the conditions of delivery 
are given.

OPHTHALMIC NURSING. P. Garland. 2nd edition. Faber, 12s.6d. 1954. 
204 cm. 166 pages. 27 photographs. Numerous illustrations in text. Glossary. Index. 
For the general nurse and student nurse, the Sister in Charge of the Ophthalmic 
Department, St. Thomas’s Hospital, London, describes lucidly and in detail nursing 
techniques employed in the examination of the eye and in common treatments, 
investigations, and minor surgery. She deals with surgical nursing, devoting one 
chapter to cataract nursing and another to ophthalmic theatre work. Appendices give 
notes on dressings and first aid. This is a simple, but intelligent text, in which the 
reason for any particular procedure is given when it is not obvious. The revised 
edition, clearly and amply illustrated, includes keratoplasty, contact and intra-ocular 
lenses.

INDUSTRIAL MEDICINE AND HYGIENE. Vols. 1 and 2. Edited by

This comprehensive work (with a foreword by Lord Horder) presenting British views 

and practice is edited by H.M. Senior Medical Inspector of Factories, Ministry of 

Labour and National Service, and can be warmly commended to all those practically 

concerned with occupational medicine and hygiene, from medical officers to 

foremen, and to those in every country responsible for industrial legislation and 
administration. In Vol. 1 eminent contributors write on inspection, law, statistics, 
organisation of general medical and nursing services in industry, in a government 
department, in coalmining, transport, shops, warehouses and offices. There are also 
articles on young and disabled workers, industrial rehabilitation, national insurance 
benefit for sick and injured, and industrial feeding. Vol. 2 deals with occupational 
diseases and risks, heating, ventilation, lighting, intense sound and ultra-sound, the 
effects of and protection against ionising radiations. In Vol. 3 will be assembled 
current opinion and practice regarding the pneumoconioses and toxicology. (614-85) 


EMERGENCIES IN MEDICAL PRACTICE. Edited by C. Allan Birch.

That four editions have appeared since 1948 proves this book’s value to practitioners, 

all of whom at some time must deal with catastrophes which require immediate 
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medical treatment. The editor, assisted by twenty-two specialists, deals in detail and 
very lucidly with the diagnosis and up-to-date method of treatment of emergencies 
arising from medical and psychiatric conditions, or from external causes, such as drug 
addiction, poisoning, industrial hazards, burns, bites and stings, shipwreck, altitude, 
or from medical and surgical procedures. This revised edition, a pleasant production, 
is effectively illustrated, and gives useful tables. (616) 


REFRESHER COURSE FOR GENERAL PRACTITIONERS. 
Specially commissioned articles from the British Medical Journal. Second collection. 
British Medical Association, 25s. 1954. 224 cm. $80 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams,

This second collection assembles readable articles, now revised, which appeared in 

the British Medical Journal between January 1951 and March 1952. The subjects 

chosen are those in which there has been an advance in treatment or a change of 
approach, and those of perennial importance of which the practitioner will appreciate 
an up-to-date revision. The sixty articles, which can also be recommended to 
specialists interested in problems other than their own, are all by authorities and 
range over such topics as the watering eye, emphysema, Colles’s fracture, drug 
eruptions, allergy, infertility, psycho-analytic treatment, alleged rape, leukaemia, 
frequency of micturition and backache. (616)

This sound textbook, by an Examiner to the General Nursing Council of England and 
Wales, presents basic facts for the student nurse, and enough practical guidance 
and medical theory to ensure its value as a reference book when she is qualified. The 
subject matter is arranged in the order in which the author’s medical lectures were 
delivered to nurses, the more common diseases are fully, and rarer conditions briefly, 
described. Emphasis is placed on signs and symptoms, therapeutic and nursing 
procedures, and, adding greatly to the interest of the work, instructions are supported 
by reasons and explanations. The text is now thoroughly revised and new illustrations 
have been added. (616) 


THE KIDNEY. Ciba Foundation Symposium arranged jointly with the Renal 
Association. Editor for the Renal Association: A. A. G. Lewis. Editor for the 
Ciba Foundation: G. E. W. Wolstenholme.

Thirty-five eminent research workers from the United Kingdom, Belgium, Denmark, 

France, Holland, Sweden, Switzerland and the United States, representing anatomical, 

physiological, pathological and medical aspects of the subject chosen for study, were 

invited to attend the Symposium. Twenty-two papers were read, each followed by a 

discussion, which greatly adds to the interest and value of this verbatim account. The 

themes of the sessions were structural and functional relationship in the kidney, 
tubular functions other than acid-base regulation, regulation of acid-base balance, 

electrolyte excretion and renal share in volume control of body fluid. (616-6) 


HANDBOOK FOR MENTAL NURSES. Royal Medico-Psychological 
Association. 8th edition. Bailliére, 21s. 1954. 20} cm. 484 pages. 26 illustrations 
(some in colour). 2 tables. Glossary. Index. 

The handbook has now changed its scope. It is no longer an omnibus of nursing for 

mental nurses but a reference book and textbook in mental nursing only, for qualified 

nurses and students working for the preliminary and State examinations. As such, 
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under Dr. Maurice Partridge’s able editorship, it is most comprehensive and reliable. 
After a thorough chapter on the anatomy and physiology of the nervous system there 
follow others on the healthy mind, the neuroses, and minor and major mental 
disorders. The second half of the book deals in great detail with nursing and treatment, 
the organisation of the mental health services, mental testing and the law relating to 
mental nursing. (616-8) 


HISTORICAL REVIEW OF BRITISH OBSTETRICS AND 
GYNAECOLOGY, 1800-1950. Edited by J. M. Munro Kerr, R. W. 
Johnstone and Miles H. Phillips. Livingstone, 30s. 1954. 25} cm. 482 pages. Tables. 
Graph. Indexes. 

A sequel to H. R. Spencer’s History of British Midwifery, 1650-1800. The first section 

of this authoritative work is devoted to a general review of obstetrics, the second 

describes special subjects, such as anaesthesia and radiography, which have revolu- 
tionised practice, while the final section traces the history of gynaecology and includes 
chapters on plastic surgery, radiotherapy and the use of sex hormones. The year 

1800 found midwifery in Great Britain at a low ebb; since then, however, pro- 

fessional organisation, new techniques, and developments in chemotherapy have 

combined to make present-day British standards second to none. (618) 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS. The Story of the Royal College of Obstetricians 
and Gynaecologists, 1929-1954. Sir William Fletcher Shaw. Churchill, 21s. 1954. 
22 cm. 200 pages. 20 illustrations. Index. 

Sir William Fletcher Shaw, a former President, describes developments leading to 

the foundation of the youngest of the Royal Colleges. The need for a corporate 

body to regulate the practice of obstetrics and gynaecology had long been recognised, 
yet when the Articles of Association were drawn up the older Colleges protested that 
the certificate of proficiency “would be an infringement of the privileges granted 
to the two Royal Colleges’. After much opposition the new College was registered in 

1929. The author traces its subsequent history and gives biographies, with portraits, 

of its Presidents. He outlines future plans and challenges younger colleagues to support 

an institution to which he has given so much. (618) 


RECENT ADVANCES IN PAEDIATRICS. Edited by Douglas Gairdner. 

Churchill, 42s. 1954. 21 cm. 480 pages. 117 illustrations. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
The advances, which are surveyed for postgraduate student, practitioner and specialist 
by authorities in the various fields, have been made in the years since 1940, a period 
rich in interest for paediatricians. The editor, Paediatrician to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge, emphasises important work in the care of the newborn infant, to whom 
five of the twenty chapters are allotted. Conditions, recently described or recognised, 
in which improved treatments haye been introduced include, besides haemolytic 
disease of the newborn, oesophageal atresia, Hirschsprung’s disease, coeliac disease, 
fibrocystic disease of the pancreas, intersexuality and the adrenogenital syndrome and 
congenital heart disease. Advances in the treatment of gastroenteritis, tuberculosis 
and cerebral palsy are recorded here, as are other subjects of enduring interest. (618-9) 


PAEDIATRICS FOR THE PRACTITIONER. Vols. 1 and 2. General 
Editors: Wilfrid Gaisford and Reginald Lightwood. In 3 volumes. Butterworth, 
270s. the set.

This very fine reference work is directed to the family doctor at home and abroad, 

for whom distinguished specialists from the United Kingdom and Commonwealth 
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describe the symptoms and treatment of common diseases most fully, and rarer 
diseases fully enough, to ensure that these are recognisable and adequately understood. 
Methods of diagnosis and treatment, including the new antibiotics, which are within 
the range of the practitioner’s own facilities, are emphasised, but special care is taken 
to indicate when hospitalisation is advisable. Supplements will keep the work up to 
date. Paediatrics in its varied aspects, physical, mental, social and preventive, is 
presented here, including surgery but not detailed operative procedures. Vol. 1 
deals with the child in health, the infant, preventive paediatrics, diagnosis, general 
aspects, nutrition and malnutrition, the cardiovascular system, blood and malignant 
disease. Vol. 2 continues with the endocrine, digestive, respiratory systems, tuber- 
culosis, and psychological and mental disorders. (618-9)

ELECTRIC POWER STATIONS. Vol. 1. T. H. Carr. 4th edition, revised 
and enlarged. Chapman & Hall, 70s. 1954. 224 cm. 622 pages. Illustrations.

Volume 1 of this work deals with the broader principles of power station design with 
particular reference to the civil and mechanical engineering components, and contains 
sections on fundamentals of station design; civil engineering works; circulating water; 
cooling towers; ash handling; boiler plant; pipework; and turbines. Although some 
of the material is a little outdated, the book should serve as a valuable introduction to 
a more detailed study of those factors which affect the choice of mechanical equipment 
for complete power station installations. The author was formerly City Electrical 
Engineer of Bradford, and examples drawn from his practical experience add to the 
interest of the book. (621-312) 


THE REPAIR OF THE SMALL ELECTRIC MOTOR. Karl Wilkinson. 
Spon, 20s. 19$4. 224 cm. 192 pages. Numerous illustrations. Diagrams. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

A general survey of the troubles that can be experienced in a very comprehensive 

range of fractional horsepower motors, containing a variety of data on the normal 

servicing, maintenance and testing that should be carried out on this type of machine. 

The range is so wide that, in many cases, only brief references can be made in a book 

of this size; nevertheless, the publication should provide a useful reference book for 

the general reader and also for large users of fractional horsepower machines.

Much work has been 
carried out in recent years on the problems involved in such power system transients 
and this volume, based on a series of lectures delivered at the Heriot-Watt College, 
Edinburgh, presents a concise symposium of the theoretical and practical aspects. 
Succeeding chapters, each by an authority on the subject, deal with causes 


of transients, effects on plant, protection against voltage transients, measurement of 


transients, impulse testing of power transformers, and calculation of transients. The 
book should be of value to designers and users of electrical plant and protective gear 
and to advanced students, as it correlates research with theory and practice. (621-319)

ELECTRICAL IGNITION EQUIPMENT. F. G. Spreadbury. Constable, 
25s.

The present book, of intermediate level, is a useful addition for the student and for the 

enquiring user to the relatively few books on ignition. It covers a wide field, in 

principles, construction and design, from explosive mixture ignition and spark plugs 
to the theory of ignition coils and magnetos, and has a useful chapter on testing 
equipment; aircraft gas turbine ignition is also dealt with. The value of the book is 
enhanced by its full list of contents and by oscillogram records of current and voltage, 
but it would have benefited further by the labelling of the figures, increased reference 
to radio interference suppression, and at least one photograph of the relatively complex 
aircraft magneto. (621-43)

HORIZON MINING. C. H. Fritzsche and E. L. J. Potts. Allen & Unwin, 75s. 
1954. 244 cm. 630 pages. 40s illustrations. 2 anaglyph diagrams. Tables. Index. 
The National Coal Board invited Professor Fritzsche of the Technical University, 
Aachen, and Professor Potts of King’s College, University of Durham, to produce 
this textbook, which covers all aspects of the underground planning and development 
of a colliery on the horizon and semi-horizon mining systems. A substantial part of 
the volume deals with the layout and development of the roadway network and the 
associated haulage systems. Other chapters deal with strata control and subsidence; 
development in stone and in coal; transport; and ventilation; and there is an appendix 
on British horizon mining developments. This is a valuable book, the first in 
English on the subject, well written, with clear explanations and good diagrams 
and photographs.

The bulletin describes the fungi responsible for the decay of timber in boats and the 
conditions under which they develop, and outlines methods for eradicating decay 
and preventing its development in new craft by the use of naturally durable tim- 
bers and modern wood preservatives. A section, by D. F. Packman, is devoted to 
the breakdown of wood by electrochemical attack. (623-8)

THE APPLICATION OF RADAR TO SEAMANSHIP AND MARINE 
NAVIGATION. Captain E. M. Robb; with a foreword by Sir Robert 
Watson-Watt and appendices which include the lecture by Lieut.~Commander 

Birchall (Liverpool), 
1§8. 1954. 224 cm. 176 pages. Numerous illustrations. Diagrams. Glossary. 

This book should prove most useful as a handbook for ships’ officers and as a textbook 

in schools of navigation. The discussion of the requirements to be met and the 

description of the operation of a set, while adequate in themselves for the average 

user, will form a groundwork on which the more technically minded can base their 
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subsequent reading, and the addition of a glossary is to be specially commended in 
this respect. The excellent section on radar plotting is perhaps the most important 
for the watch-keeping officer to whom this book is primarily addressed, and it is 
followed by rules governing the conduct of radar-equipped ships in bad visibility 
which should meet with the approval of every seaman. (623-893)

The Committee have considered the use of towns’ wastes in agriculture and have 
endeavoured to estimate the amount of wastes in England and Wales actually and 
potentially available for use in agriculture; to estimate the content of plant nutrients 
and humus forming material in towns’ wastes; to ascertain the amount of compost 
that might be prepared from these wastes and its probable content of nutrients; to 
compare the magnitude of the contribution the wastes are likely to make with those 
of the normal fertilising and manuring practices; and to assess generally the value of 
these wastes in agriculture.

A summary of the results of numerous experiments carried out in various parts of 
Great Britain, which have dealt mainly with methods of establishing crops of trees 
on peat. Opening chapters discuss the characteristics of British peatlands, the develop- 
ment of peat planting in Britain up to, and since, 1919, and the experimental areas. 
Subsequent chapters deal with site preparation and planting; the species most 
commonly employed in the peat experiments; trials of species less widely used on 
peat; manuring; trial plantations and high clevation experiments, and other 
experiments.

which touches on practically every aspect of the subject. Written in a straightforward

problems it will bring him right up to date as regards recent advances made by the 
industry. All the information on breeding, rearing, feeding, general management, 
profitable systems, etc. is set out concisely and under well-defined headings, so that 
it can be readily followed by anyone.

VITAMINS IN NUTRITION AND HEALTH. Audrey Z. Baker. Staples

A most interesting and sound little book for those, whether domestic science teachers 
and students, nurses, health visitors, or knowledgeable housewives, who have to 
advise on well-balanced diets or are concerned with the provision of meals. It gives 
the history of vitamins, fundamentals of extraction and synthesis, their functions 
in the living body and methods of estimation. Vitamin deficiency diseases are briefly 
described, but the stress is on human requirements to maintain health, the sources 
of vitamins in food and the planning of meals. Many tables are included and the book 
is very usefully documented.

DEPRECIATION OF FIXED ASSETS IN ACCOUNTANCY AND

This book, prepared as a thesis for the degree of Master of Commerce in the University 

of Melbourne, considers the differing views on depreciation of fixed assets put 

forward by accountants and economists, and the effect of these policies on replace- 
ment of plant, productivity of industry and employment. The examination of the 
problem has been restricted to fixed assets of private trading concerns, and no special 
consideration has been given to those held by public utilities. The discussion relates 
mainly to Australia, although some account has been taken of the position in Great 
Britain, Canada and the United States. (658-15) 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY ON THE TRAINING 
OF SUPERVISORS. Ministry of Labour and National Service. H.M.

The Committee was appointed to review the present facilities for and methods of 

training of foremen in Britain, the extent of their use, and their effectiveness. Its 

report describes the training undertaken within industry and that which is provided 
by technical colleges, voluntary associations and adult education centres; it comments 
upon each type, and points out desirable changes, such as the acceptance of greater 
responsibility for training within the factory by the senior management. A most 
useful appendix describes the actual system of training in eleven individual firms of 
varying size and in one of the nationalised industries.

Useful 
chapters on the mechanism of corrosion and the testing of constructional materials 
are followed by others dealing in detail with numerous metallic and non-metallic 
structural materials, protective coatings, cements, refractories, wood plastics and 
rubber. The presentation is concise, up to date, and essentially practical, and the book 
should be of much assistance to all concerned with chemical engineering problems.

The 
subjects include fracture, solidification, precipitation, geometrical aspects of the 
plastic deformation of metal single crystals, and the structure of liquid metals. These 
well-documented critical reviews of present knowledge will be invaluable to senior 
students, researchers and all who wish to keep in touch with the front line of 
metallurgy.

After discussing the 
constitution of iron-chromium-carbon alloys the author deals with the effect of 
additional elements. Intergranular corrosion is then considered. The volume will 
prove essential to all metallurgists and engineers who are concerned with the fabrica- 
tion and use of these important alloys.

This work, based mainly upon a translation of Chromage, published by Paul Morisset 

in 19§2, epitomises world-wide scientific and technical advances in all branches of

deposition; technique of hard chromium plating; properties of hard chrome deposits; 
industrial applications of hard chromium plating; decorative chromium plating; and 
miscellaneous chapters on control, cost, disposal of waste, etc. This essentially practical 
book, compiled by well-known authorities who are closely associated with the 
industry in Great Britain and France, should be of value to those interested in any 
branch of the chromium plating industry.

THE PLEASURES OF ARCHITECTURE. Clough and Amabel Williams-

This is the best, and most readable, of all primers of architectural appreciation for 

intelligent laymen—wise, enthusiastic, witty, kind (but devastating) in criticism, 

soberly hopeful about the future. Its reappearance after thirty years, revised and with 
some new and shrewdly chosen illustrations, is a welcome reminder of the long 
and valiant struggle of its authors in the cause of preserving Britain from vandals and 
philistines. Clough Williams-Ellis is also well known as the architect of Portmerion, 
the model Italianate village on the coast of North Wales. (720)

PAUL STORR. The Last of the Goldsmiths. N. M. Penzer. Batsford, 189s. 1954. 
304 cm. 292 pages. 81 plates. Diagrams. Plans. Index. 
Dr. Penzer, a Fellow of the Royal Society of Antiquaries, has collected together 
all the known information about the life, career and oeuvre of Paul Storr (1771-1844), 
goldsmith to George IV. Numerous examples of Storr’s work, which ranged from 
small objects such as wine-labels, tea caddies and coffee pots to monumental candelabra 
and centre-pieces for the royal dining table, are illustrated in the numerous plates and 
minutely discussed. Remarkable for its scholarship and connoisseurship, this first 
monograph on one of England’s leading silversmiths and goldsmiths is altogether a 
most handsome volume which, apart from the intrinsic interest of its subject, 
provides a valuable conspectus of the evolution of Regency design in silver. (739°2)

FIRST NUDES. Eric Gill. Introduction by Sir John Rothenstein. Neville 
Spearman, 12s.6d. 1954. 253 cm. 8 pages of text. 24 plates. 


Eric Gill (d.1940), famous as a sculptor, illustrator and type-designer, made these 
sketches of male and female nudes in 1926 at the age of forty-four. They are remark- 
able in being his first experiments in drawing from the naked model and are 
characteristic of his crisp and buoyant style. In a short introduction Sir John 
Rothenstein, Director of the Tate Gallery, London, mentions the relationship of the 
nudes to Gill’s woodcut illustrations and makes an interesting comparison between 
these carefree sketches by a master who had no training in drawing from life and the 
technically more accomplished productions of students working in the art school 
tradition.

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THE HUMAN FIGURE. An Anatomy for Artists. David K. Rubins. Vision 
Press: Peter Owen, 21s. 1954. 284 cm. 94 pages. Numerous illustrations. Endpaper 
drawings. Index. 


A well-designed manual of artistic anatomy which makes its points through numerous 
pencil drawings of bones, muscles, figure design, etc., accompanied, but not cluttered, 
by a pertinent text. Medical terms of muscles, tendons and so forth are given as well 
as common names. The importance of figure drawing in western art is common 
knowledge, and this book helps much towards the understanding of anatomy from 
the artist's point of view, though a few examples from the past to show the effortless 
use of the nude by the great masters would have been a useful visual commentary 
to the author’s drawings. (743)

B. K. Johnson, Reader in Technical Optics at the Imperial College of Science and 

Technology, London, has successfully aimed at bridging the gap between popular 

handbooks and scientific treatises. Following a brief historical account, the many 

sections, profusely illustrated, deal with a wide range of subjects, such as elementary 

optics of photography, chemical processes, enlarging, lantern slides, microfilm 

processes, photomicrography, stereoscopic and colour photography. (770) 


BUILD YOUR OWN STEREO EQUIPMENT. Notes on Making and 
Using Stereo Equipment. C. Leslie Thomson. Fountain Press, 9s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
114 pages. 73 illustrations and diagrams. 


*3D’ has invaded the commercial cinema world but equipment is not available for 
amateur use. Nevertheless, advanced amateur workers will welcome as a challenge 
the difficulties imposed by obtaining three-dimensional effects. Sufficient con- 
structional details are given, with numerous illustrations, to enable them to make 
their own equipment to take and project 35 mm. 3D stills and 16 mm. cine-stereos 
using the polarisation technique. Some experience of workshop practice would be 
of assistance to those venturing into this field of work. (778-4)

STRUCTURAL FUNCTIONS OF HARMONY. Arnold Schoenberg. 


Williams & Norgate, 25s. 1954. 224 cm. 212 pages. Musical examples. Glossary. 
Index. 


The early chapters recapitulate some of the author’s famous Teaching of Harmony, 
first published in 1911; the later ones expound new ideas that he developed between 
then and his death in 1951. With the aid of 172 musical examples, drawn from 
composers ranging from Mozart to himself, Schoenberg secks to show that key- 
relations can be analysed as a whole within a movement. All modulations can be 
regarded as departures from, but not contradictions of, the main key. The book, 
highly compressed and individual in style, is not easy to read but offers a new and 
most suggestive approach to harmonic analysis. (781-3) 
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MUSIC PUBLISHING IN THE BRITISH ISLES from the Earliest Times 
to the Middle of the Nineteenth Century. A Dictionary of Engravers, Printers, 
Publishers and Music Sellers, with an historical introduction. Charles Humphries 
and William C. Smith. Cassell, 63s. 1954. 25} cm. 366 pages. 25 plates. 


Librarians and bibliographers will welcome this book for the immense wealth of 
information it gives on music publishing from the early sixteenth to the end of the 
seventeenth century. For the period from 1700 to 1850 and later when practically no 
music bore a date of issue it is indispensable. It gives the names, in alphabetical order, 
of some 2,200 firms with the dates of their activity; all changes of partnership and 
all amalgamations are given in detail, with mention of some important publications; 
indexes give the names of firms located in towns other than London, and of those 
who were also instrument makers. Painstaking research and industry have gone to 
the making of this dictionary, which will certainly set a new standard in musical 
bibliography. The plates are excellently chosen to illustrate the amazingly varied 
elegance of engraved and type-printed pages of music. (781-98) 


SINGING FOR AMATEURS. Richard M. Graves. Oxford University Press, 
12s.6d. 1954. 22 cm. 144 pages. 4 musical examples. 
Though the style of this book is unusual and highly personal, it is not only practical 
but most enjoyable as well. For the author has had a long and wide experience of the 
art of singing, both as pupil and teacher. He packs into a small space a lot of practical 
information about technique, interpretation, choice of songs and teachers. As much 
of it will not be found in more orthodox writings, the book can safely be commended 
to all amateurs, even those verging on the professional. The late Richard Capell’s 
preface, based on his profound knowledge of singers, forms a valuable complement.

EDITH EVANS. J. C. Trewin. Rockliff, 12s. 1954. 224 cm. 116 pages. 
79 illustrations. 
Although Edith Evans, one of the really great English actresses of this century, made 
her first stage appearance in William Poel’s production of Troilus and Cressida in 
1912, it was many years before the public, on the heels of the critics, acknowledged 
her mastery of the art of acting. Aided by illustrations from the Raymond Mander 
and Joe Mitchenson Theatre Collection, and supplemented by a chronological list of 
her stage and film appearances, J. C. Trewin presents a portrait of the great actress, 
now a Dame Commander of the British Empire, in the diversity of her many parts.

WILLIAM POEL AND THE ELIZABETHAN REVIVAL. Robert 
Speaight. Heinemann for the Society for Theatre Research, 21s. 1954. 224 cm.

Publications, 1951-1952) 

The first biography of an important, but generally little known, figure in the theatre. 

Robert Speaight, actor and writer, worked with Poel (1852-1934) during his later 

years and in compiling this illuminating study has had access to unpublished material, 

including diaries, letters and prompt books. Modern Shakespearean production can be 
said to date from Poel’s performance of the First Quarto Hamlet in 1881, memorable 
as the first real revival of the draped stage and for the attempt to produce from an 
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authentic text. With the foundation of the Elizabethan Stage Society in 1894 and its 
subsequent performances, Poel’s creed was eventually established. His theories have 
since been followed by most great Shakespearean producers. (792-92) 


Sports and Games 


CROQUET TODAY. Maurice B. Reckitt. Macdonald, 12s.6d. 1954. 204 cm. 
256 pages. 17 photographs by Harry Hardy. 3 diagrams. Bibliography. 
The game of croquet is associated by many people more with the spacious Victorian 
and Edwardian days and the country house party than with the outdoor sports of 
modern times. Nevertheless, it is a scientific game for the lawn, needing intelligence 
and concentration and providing inexpensive amusement involving open-air activity 
without violent exercise. Little has been written on the game and as there is a growing 
interest in it today, this book, covering all aspects of the modern game, should be 
very welcome. (796-3) 


THE FOURTH ALL BLACKS, 1953-54. John Hayhurst. Longmans, 15s. 
1954. 21 cm. 280 pages. 15 photographs. Tables. 
From the time of the visit to England, in 1905-06, of the first New Zealand rugby 
football team, the original and famous ‘All Blacks’, there has always been great 
interest shown by rugger players and enthusiasts all the world over in the achievements 
of New Zealanders in this particular sport, one in which they have consistently 
excelled. In this book, the tour last winter of the fourth team to visit Britain is 
described expertly and critically in a very entertaining fashion. (796-33) 


SEA PEACE. Lord Stanley of Alderley. Peter Davies, 12s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 
168 pages. 8 illustrations. 2 charts. Endpaper map. 
Lord Stanley of Alderley differs from many amateur yachtsmen in that he is not 
afraid of handling vessels up to sixty feet, with or without auxiliary engine-power. 
His book relates his adventures in a series of craft, Antares, Joanna, Argo, Merlin, Our 
Boy and Carmela, from 1932 until after the war, when he helped to bring supplies 
and relief to stricken Caen. It is one which will appeal to all who know (and respect) 
the waters of northern Europe. (797°14)

LITERATURE AND SCIENCE. B. Ifor Evans. Allen & Unwin, 8s.6d. 
1954. 20$cm. 114 pages. 
A study of the relation between the literary and the scientific mind from the 
Renaissance to the present. Up to the time of Newton the record reveals a fruitful 
sympathy between the two, but with the genius of Swift and Blake, a deep-rooted 
distrust on the part of the imaginative writer for the scientist sets in. Dr. Evans traces 
the comparative decline in the writer’s status, and fears that the latter is in danger 
of relying upon an outworn interpretation of experience. He makes a cogent appeal 
for a conscious effort to improve communications between the two fields of mental 
operations. (820) 
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English Poetry 
THE RURAL MUSE. Studies in the Peasant Poetry of England. Rayner Unwin. 
Allen & Unwin, 15s. 1954. 224m. 202 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

By peasant pocts Mr. Unwin means men of humble origin, unlettered and untrained, 
such as might have been commemorated in Gray’s Elegy had not their determination 
to learn and to write brought them some measure of personal recognition. Stephen 
Duck, Robert Bloomfield, Join Clare, Alfred Williams, together with a number 
of even lesser figures, come into this category; Robert Burns, the greatest of them 
all, is necessarily excluded by its solely English scope. Mr. Unwin makes a biographical 
and critical study of each author and offers a judicious assessment of their achievement 
within the limitations of their experience. This is a useful scholarly exploration of a 
minor field. (821) 


COLLECTED POEMS OF MARY COLERIDGE. Edited with an 
introduction by Theresa Wilson. Hart-Davis, 15s. 1954. 21cm. 266 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. Notes on text and sources. Indexes. 


In her lifetime Mary Coleridge, a descendant of the great romantic poet, published 
her verse only with reluctance and under a nom-de-plume, from a sense of modesty 
for the family name. This second collected edition is introduced by a sympathetic 
memoir by Miss Wilson. The poetry deals with religious themes and the intimate 
personal friendships to which her leisured life in late-Victorian Kensington was 
devoted. Its rhymes and metres are traditional in form and tone; these are slight pieces 
and yet firm and true expressions of the emotions which generated them. The range 
is small but the poetic talent is unmistakable. (821-8) 


THE IDENTITY OF YEATS. Richard Ellman. Macmillan, 21s. 1954. 
22}.cm. 354 pages. Chronology of poems. Notes. Index. 


A difficult but extremely penetrating study of Yeats’s poetry by the Professor of 
Contemporary Literature, Northwestern University, Illinois, U.S.A. The author 
does not accept the current notion of a wide divergence between Yeats’s youthful 
and his most mature verse. He analyses the predominant themes and symbols in 
the early work and finds them constant in the later: the differences, he considers, 
are largely a matter of diction and an ever more elaborate poetic skill. He is also an 
admirable guide to Yeats’s creative processes and the revisions which have transformed 
individual poems. Though his expression is sometimes over-involved his critical 
judgments are both original and important. (821-9) 


COUNTERPARTS. Roy Fuller. Verschoyle, 6s. 1954. 19cm. 46 pages. 

Mr. Fuller is a poet who takes pains to make clear to his readers exactly what he is 
saying. This means that his work is didactic and satirical rather than imaginative; 
and neat rather than sensuous in diction. His comments on the modern social and 
political scene are those of an intelligent and wittily articulate individual, and his 
poems will please all those who like poetry ‘to be about something’. (821-9) 


THE LONELY FIRE. Nan McDonald. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, 
and London), 15s. 1954. 224m. 64 pages. 


It is six years since this Australian poet published her first volume of verse, which 
won the Grace Leven prize. Her new book, consisting mainly of previously

unpublished poems, reveals clarity and beauty of imagery, skilful handling of verse 
forms and a deep sincerity of feeling. Notable among the thirty-two poems in the 
collection are “The Mail-boat’s Late Again’, ‘Glenroy’, and “The Barren Ground’,

POEMS. Diana Witherby. Verschoyle, 6s. 1954. 19 cm. 32 pages. 
The reader of this first collection of poems is a participant in a series of small vivid 
dramas. Powerfully aware of Time, Miss Witherby follows the advice of Robert 
Graves to ‘take your delight in momentariness’ so that her poems become intensively 
experienced fragments of feeling and observation. She has a fondness for children, 
sand-dunes, and sea: these subjects give her poems a tonic freshness. She writes 
musically and has a flair for the apt image. (821-9) 


English Drama 


TALKING OF SHAKESPEARE. Edited by John Garrett. Hodder & 
Stoughton in association with Reinhardt, 21s. 1954. 224.cm. 264 pages. Index. 


A miscellany of Shakespearean studies made up of lectures delivered at the Shakespeare 
Institute at Stratford in recent years. The subjects are too various to provide a single 
connecting theme, but the standard of scholarship is high and the texts well deserved 
publication. Among the most interesting contributions are those which normally 
fall outside the range of professional scholars, such as the filming of Shakespeare, 
written by Paul Dehn, and the part played by actors in creating fresh interpretations, 
by Michael Redgrave. The range of subjects is enterprisingly chosen and well 
balanced. (822-3) 


JULIUS CAESAR. MACBETH. THE MERCHANT OF VENICE. 
TWELFTH NIGHT. A MIDSUMMER NIGHT’S DREAM. 
William Shakespeare. Based upon the edited text of G. B. Harrison. Introduction 
and commentary by Tyrone Guthrie. Harrap, 3s.6d. each. 1954. 17} cm. 152: 
148: 140: 132: 122 pages. Illustration. Plan. Glossary. (New Stratford Shakespeare) 


In his introduction, Tyrone Guthrie gives suggestions for a present-day performance of 
Shakespeare’s plays, at the same time reminding his readers of the physical features 
of the Elizabethan playhouse. In the commentaries which follow, each scene is 
briefly analysed in relation to its production and acting. The series, containing both 
the good text and stage directions prepared by Professor G. B. Harrison and the 
production notes of an experienced director, will commend itself to schools, colleges 
and dramatic groups generally. (822-3) 


EIGHTEENTH-CENTURY PLAYS. Selected with an introduction by 
John Hampden. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1954. 18cm. 436 pages. Bibliography. 
(Everyman’s Library) 

A selection (first published in 1928) which illustrates the richly varied dramatic idiom 

of the London eighteenth century theatre, ranging from the burlesque of Fielding’s 

Tom Thumb to the sentimental comedy of The West Indian by Richard Cumberland. 

The selection aims to display the dramatic context of the work of Goldsmith and 

Sheridan, who are not included. Most of these pieces are chiefly of historical interest, 

but two at least, Gay’s Beggar’s Opera and The Clandestine Marriage (George Colman 

and David Garrick) have proved capable of successful revival. Mr. Hampden 
contributes an interesting account of the development of dramatic literature at this 

period.

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CHRISTOPHER FRY. Derek Stanford. Longmans for the British Council, 
2s. 1954. 214.cm. 38 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

A sense of mystery which contrasts sharply with the modern deterministic view of 

humanity is the distinctive mark of Fry’s drama according to Mr. Stanford. He finds 

the ‘seasonal’ comedies such as Venus Observed and The Dark is Light Enough the 
richest in characterisation, and A Sleep of Prisoners the most dramatically powerful 
of the plays. His essay is most valuable in its account of Fry’s conceptions of tragedy 
and comedy. Mr. Stanford confines himself to exposition and does not touch on the 
generally agreed weakness of the plays, their preoccupation with verbal brilliance 
at the expense of a convincing interrelation between character and plot. —_ (822-9) 


German Literature 


SELECTED POEMS OF FRIEDRICH HOLDERLIN. The German 
text, translated with an introduction and notes by J. B. Leishman. 2nd edition, 
revised and enlarged. Hogarth Press, 12s.6d. 1954. 224m. 156 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. Notes. 

This selection is much shorter than that of Mr. Michael Hamburger (Hélderlin: 

His Poems. 1952), but it includes the longer poem, “The Archipelago’, of which 

Mr. Hamburger presented only a fragment. Hélderlin’s text has in places faced 

German scholars with formidable difficulties of interpretation, and even readers 

familiar with Mr. Hamburger’s versions will find further elucidation in those of 

Mr. Leishman, who provides additional help in his notes and substantial biographical 

introduction. That both these selections should have reached second editions is not 

only a remarkable tribute to Hélderlin, but seems to refute the allegation that English 

readers have little taste for profound poetry. (831-6) 


GOETHE’S FAUST, Parts I and II. In the Sir Theodore Martin translation, 
introduced, revised and annotated by W. H. Bruford. Dent, 6s. 1954. 19 cm. 
436 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

Martin’s translation, the two parts of which were first published in 1865 and 1886 

respectively, now replaces, with occasional corrections and emendations by Professor 

Bruford, the Everyman version by A. G. Latham of 1908. It is partly a matter of 

taste which of the translations, amounting to close upon a hundred, can best be 

recommended as reproducing the poetic language and rich imagery of Goethe’s 
grandiose work, and the publishers were no doubt limited by questions of copyright. 

Professor Bruford, the author of a recent book on the German theatre in the age of 

Goethe, has provided valuable notes and an illuminating expository introduction.

Latin Literature 

ROMAN LITERATURE. Michael Grant. Cambridge University Press, 15s. 
1954. 19 cm. 306 pages. Endpaper map. Table. Index. 


The chief authors are discussed in chronological order in chapters devoted to the 
separate literary genres, Part I treating of prose, Part II of poetry. Part II ends with 
Juvenal and is followed by an epilogue dealing cursorily with “The Survival of 
Roman Literature’. There is no quotation in Latin, only English renderings, chiefly 
by modern versifiers. Professor Grant’s book will be of some interest to scholars 
possessing a library of Latin texts, but its main appeal will be to those aspiring to 
know something about Roman literature without learning Latin. (870) 
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THE WANDERING SCHOLARS. Helen Waddell. Pelican Books, 2s.6d, 
1954. 18cm. 320 pages. Table of biographical dates. Bibliography. Index. 
Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 

A reprint of the enlarged sixth edition of 1932. The provision of this admirable work 

at a modest price is a welcome event. The book is a classic example of combined 

informativeness and readability. The medieval Latin poetry that is Dr. Waddell’s 
subject shows fine qualities of lyricism and intensity of sentiment, together with 
much comic and satiric vehemence. The book contains abundant quotation in Latin, 
accompanied by admirable translations into English verse. The documentation is 
extensive, and the work will be of value to every category of reader interested in 
the subject. (879-1) 


Greek Literature 


THE BACCHAE and Other Plays. Euripides. Newly translated from the 
Greek by Philip Vellacott. Penguin Books, 2s. 1954. 18 cm. 234 pages. Paper covers. 
(Penguin Classics) 

Mr. Vellacott’s second volume of Euripides contains Ion, The Women of Troy, 

Helen and The Bacchae. The medium employed is prose, except in the lyrical parts 

and certain of the more elevated non-lyrical passages. Euripides tolerates better than 

some classical poets the familiarities of the Penguin approach, and Mr. Vellacott’s 
versions are likely to prove acceptable on the stage. An introduction of thirty-three 
pages discusses the main problems raised by these four plays, and a few explanatory 

notes are appended to the translation. (882) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


DIVERSIONS OF HISTORY. Introduced by Peter Quennell. Wingate, 
158. 1954. 224m. 208 pages. 43 illustrations. Illustrations in text. Maps. 
Bibliography. 

A collection of articles selected from recent numbers of the magazine History Today. 

There is no special theme connecting these essays: the only thing they have in common 

is that they are all light excursions along the byways of history. The subjects range 

over the centuries from primitive to recent times, and cover a variety of topics. 

Anyone with even a mild interest in the past is almost certain to find something here 

to engage his attention. (904) 


Travel and Topography 


SPLENDOUR OF EARTH. An Anthology of Travel. Compiled by 
Margaret S. Anderson. Geo. Philip & Son, 25s. 1954. 224 cm. 430 pages. 4 maps. 
Indexes. 


The compiler has aimed at an anthology which will cover systematically the various 
aspects of physical geography. The extracts, as far as possible, are memorably written, 
as well as being informative—accurate and genuine first-hand descriptions of recognis- 
able physical features. The great travellers have been excluded on the grounds that 
most geographers will have read them. If not all the extracts are memorable, there 
are many agreeable surprises and much vivid detail to enrich the conventional 
descriptions of the textbooks. Kipling and Belloc were bound to be included, but 
there are also D. H. Lawrence and Gerard Manley Hopkins to stand side by side with 
older figures such as Lord Dufferin and Kinglake. (910-8) 
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EUROPE. A Journey with Pictures. Anne Fremantle and Brian Holme. 
Thames & Hudson, 30s. 1954. 274 cm. 248 pages. Numerous photographs. Index. 


In a perceptive foreword Lewis Mumford suggests to his American compatriots, 
for whom this book was compiled, how best to discover and understand Europe, 
her landscapes and peoples, all so different but linked “below the surface, through 
the intertwining of their historic roots’. The text allotted to each country is a miracle 
of selection and compression, conveying a great amount of information with what 
sounds like first-hand knowledge, in a lively manner illumined with vivid phrases. 
The magnificent photographs, often taken from most original angles, increase one’s 
regret that countries behind the Iron Curtain had to be excluded. (914) 


THE HIGHLAND JAUNT. A Study of James Boswell and Samuel Johnson 
upon their Highland and Hebridean Tour of 1773. Moray McLaren. Jarrolds, 
16s. 1954. 22cm. 272 pages. 15 plates. Endpaper map. Index. 


This is the story of a pilgrimage over the same ground as that covered by Boswell 
and Johnson during their Highland Tour. The author, a well-known Scottish writer, 
went on foot, marking the changes in two hundred years, composing a commentary 
on the texts of the famous Tour. A vigorous performance, with information imparted 
easily and critical comment carried with urbanity. The illustrations are apt and 
attractive. (914-1) 


SUFFOLK OAK. H. J. Fane Edge. Norman Adlard (Ipswich), 12s.6d. 1954. 
22$ cm. 222 pages. 6 illustrations (1 in colour). 

Suffolk Oak is the material of the structure of the old manor house near Woodbridge 

bought and renovated by the author. His book consists of short essays concerning 

various aspects of its appeal, items of family and local history, and scraps of auto- 

biography, interspersed with gentle homilies. Some good photographs also give 

pleasure in an individual and charming volume. (914-2) 


SEDGEMOOR AND AVALON. A Portrait of Lowland Somerset. 
Desmond Hawkins. Hale, 18s. 1954. 22cm. 184 pages. 25 photographs. 
Bibliography. Index. (Regional Books) 


This is the third Regional Books to deal with Somerset and it is devoted to its 
central lowlands, the marshes, moors, and heaths that separate the Mendips from the 
Quantocks and constitute England’s premier dairy region. The author describes 
the attractive little towns of the area, Glastonbury, Bridgwater, Langport, Wedmore, 
etc., and the superb Somerset church towers and carved woodwork of which this 
region has its due share; and he has much of interest to say about the Arthurian 
legends and Alfred associations, the last battle fought on English soil, and such 
local industries as teazle and withy growing, peat cutting, and cider making. 
The photographs are admirable. (914-2) 


CAFE SELECT. Sven Aurén. Translated from the Swedish by M. A. Michael. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 10s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 192 pages. 


A Swedish journalist introduces us to the clients of the Café Select, showing us 
a cross section of the population of Paris. In describing the background and conversa- 
tions of customers of a widely varied social scale, he evokes an atmosphere of many 
aspects of French life and provides much useful information in so doing. From the 
Café Select he takes us to the night life of Paris, introduces us to the oddly attired 
followers of Sartre in the Boulevard St. Germain, and shows us something of the 
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strange life of the homeless tramps and garbage pickers who have their headquarters 
in the Place Maubert. (914-436) 


VENICE AND VENETIA. Edward Hutton. Hollis & Carter, 21s. 1954. 
224 cm. 324 pages. 33 plates. Endpaper map. Index. 

It is a remarkable feat to write a clear and readable account of so massive a subject 
as Venetian art and history in so small a compass. A life-long traveller in Italy, 
Mr. Hutton is not too engrossed in the arts to appreciate the beauties, and he has 
an exact knowledge of the best season or hour of day for an expedition. Besides 
Venice proper, his book deals with the neighbouring islands, with Padua, Vicenza 
and Verona and the beautiful Palladian villas on the Brenta. His book is at once 
admirably informative and truly sensitive to the spirit of the places he describes.

HONG KONG IN PICTURE AND STORY. John and Veronica 
Stericker. Tai Wah Press (Hong Kong), 20s. 1953. 25 cm. 176 pages. 100 photographs.

This volume consists in the main of photographs of people and scenes in and around 

Hong Kong; there is a short note giving historical and other information about 

each of the subjects. As a result of the authors’ long residence in Hong Kong, these 

illustrations cover a wide and representative field, and the subjects have been selected 
with imagination and no little art. Though the quality of reproduction might be 
better, the book is a very vivid and interesting portrait of the colony, which 

succeeds more than many a long account in words. (915-125) 


THE HOLY LAND. James Riddell. Batsford, 30s. 1954. 30}cm. 96 pages. 
103 photographs. 2 maps. Index. 
This admirably produced volume contains photographs of some of the sites and 
localities connected with biblical history taken by the author during a period of 
two years’ residence in Palestine. In spite of certain recent changes, there has been 
surprisingly little alteration in the appearance of the Holy Land since the dawn of 
the Christian era and these magnificent illustrations, accompanied by texts selected 
mainly from the Gospels, should awaken fresh interest in the Bible itself and in the 
stories and incidents which it records. (915-694) 


Biography 

DICTATORS FACE TO FACE. Dino Alfieri (Italian Ambassador to 
Hitler). Translated from the Italian by David Moore. Elek Books, 25s. 1954. 
22 cm. 318 pages. 21 illustrations. Notes. Index. 

Memoirs by those who held influential posts in the armed forces and in the 

diplomatic service during the war continue to be published and translated, and 

none can fail to add something to the student’s knowledge. Dino Alfieri was the 

Italian Ambassador to Hitler from 1939 to 1943, and his memoirs were published 

in Italian in 1949. This is another inside story, by an avowed fascist, giving eye-witness 

accounts of Hitler, Mussolini, Ciano and others. (92) 


MY SERVANT, CATHERINE. Arrigo Levasti. Translated from the 
Italian by Dorothy M. White. Blackfriars Publications, 21s. 1954. 22 cm. 414 pages. 
4 plates. Bibliography. 

This biography of St. Catherine of Siena (first published in Italy in 1947) has already 

been translated into French and German, and its reputation as a work of scholarship 
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and piety is well justified. The author has steeped himself in the history of the 
fourteenth century and gives a detailed account of the encounters of the saint with 
the leading figures in Church and State. What is more important, he has brought his 
spiritual and psychological insight to bear upon the mystical experience of St. 
Catherine, her ecstacies and visions, and her complete devotion to divine love. (92) 


GRAND MAN. Memories of Norman Douglas. Nancy Cunard. With extracts 
from his letters, and appreciations by Kenneth Macpherson, Harold Acton, 
Arthur Johnson, Charles Duff and Victor Cunard, and a bibliographical note 
by Cecil Woolf. Secker & Warburg, 25s. 1954. 224 cm. 336 pages. 15 illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

All who knew Norman Douglas could testify to his zest for life, the range of his 

interests as scholar, naturalist and traveller and the immense variety of his friends. 

The three sections of Miss Cunard’s book all intensify this impression: the first is an 

informal essay on Douglas’s writing and character, the second an amusing, rambling 

thirty-five-year chronicle of conversations and convivial occasions, the third 
an assortment of letters and reminiscences by intimate friends. Miss Cunard is an 
agreeable, warm-hearted, uncritical writer, whose recollections often reveal more 
of herself than of her subject. Something of a scrapbook, but containing much of 
interest to the Douglas enthusiast. (92) 


FAMILY INHERITANCE. A Life of Eva Hubback. Diana Hopkinson. 
Staples Press, 10s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 196 pages. 2 illustrations. Index. 


Mrs. Hopkinson’s admirable life of her mother conveys not only the multifarious 
achievements, but the personal impact of a most unusual character, uniting vitality, 
affection, enormous energy with keen abilities for clear thought, structural planning, 
large scale organisation and detailed administration. She worked strenuously for the 
establishment of the Welfare State, the National Health Service, family allowances, 
education in civics and the admission of women to a full citizenship that should include 
not only political but economic equality. She was Principal of Morley College, she 
sat in Parliament, she lectured, wrote profusely, and was the most genial of friends, 
and the most constructively loving parent. A satisfying narrative of a life whose 
every capacity was developed. (92) 


SADDLEBAG SURGEON. The Story of Murrough O’Brien, M.D. 
Robert Tyre. Dent (Toronto, Canada), $3-50. 1954. 22cm. 268 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. 

The record of a Western Canadian doctor’s life, presented with warmth and humour 

by a professional journalist. O’Brien (born in 1868) was educated in England; he 

completed his medical studies in Winnipeg, Manitoba, and the next fifty years of his 
life were spent as a general practitioner in various parts of the prairies. Robert Tyre 
wisely allows the doctor to tell most of his own story in salty anecdotes and 
reminiscences. Through the sometimes grim account of medical practice on the 
fringe of civilisation comes a portrait of a man of rare courage, not the least of whose 
resources was an unfailing sense of humour. (92) 


THE RIBBENTROP MEMOIRS. Introduction by Alan Bullock. 
Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 18s. 1954. 22 cm. 240 pages. 7 illustrations. Index. 

These memoirs, written between sentence and execution at Nuremberg, are necessarily 

scrappy and unfinished, but they furnish yet another example of Nazi self-justification. 
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The one-time German Foreign Minister condemns President Roosevelt as being 
responsible for the outbreak of the war. He also vindicates the German invasion of 
Russia in 1941—though he himself had been the engineer of the Russo-German 
pact of 1939. His muddied and muddled logic reveals the intellectual stature of a 
man whose vanity and ambition so far exceeded his mental equipment that even 
among his colleagues he was despised, not feared. The introduction by Alan Bullock 
is excellent. (92) 


LORD ROBERTS. David James. Hollis & Carter, 30s. 1954. 22} cm. 
$28 pages. 16 illustrations. 16 maps. Endpaper maps. Chronology. Index. 


An absorbing account of the long and brilliant career of Field Marshal Lord Roberts. 
Whether taking a prominent part as a young man in helping to quell the Indian 
Mutiny or leading small and badly equipped forces to victory in the difficult Afghan 
campaigns or, at the age of sixty-seven, outwitting the Boers in South Africa, 
Roberts displayed not only exceptional qualities of personal bravery and leadership, 
but also outstanding administrative ability, while at the same time—unlike some of 
his contemporaries—he always took an interest in the welfare of those serving under 
him. Drawing upon many family documents, the author shows how much Lord 
Roberts was helped and encouraged throughout his military career by an extremely 
happy domestic background. Several biographies of this great soldier have already 
appeared; this is certainly among the best. (92) 


WILLIAM ROBY (1766-1830) and the Revival of Independency in the North. 
W. Gordon Robinson. Independent Press, 8s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 176 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 


The subject of Dr. Robinson’s biography was a Congregationalist minister who 
spent the greater part of his ministerial life in Manchester where he was a leading 
figure in the religious and social life of the city. Sources hitherto neglected have been 
used to provide not only a striking picture of Roby himself and his manifold activities 
but of the history of dissent, particularly of Independency, 150 years ago. Of special 
interest is the story of the valiant efforts made by Roby to secure adequate theological 
training for the ministry, and Lancashire Independent College, Manchester, owes 
its beginnings to his energy and vision. (92) 


WILD WATER. Klaas Toxopeus. Gollancz, 15s. 1954. 224m. 254 pages. 
Frontispiece. Map. 


The author comes of a Dutch family of seafarers. In this, his autobiography, his 
accounts of the diesel-motored lifeboats which operate in the dangerous shallows 


of the North Sea between Terschelling and Borkum Reef are particularly vivid. | 


He himself has taken part in several memorable rescues since the end of World 

War Il, and although the chronology of his narrative is vague in outline, his 

descriptive zest never flags. (92) 

MY HEART LIES SOUTH. Elizabeth Borton de Trevifio. Gollancz, 
138.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 256 pages. 


This humorous and affectionate account of her experiences as a housewife in 
Monterrey by an American journalist married to a Mexican gives a lively insight into 
the character and way of life of Mexican women—seemingly sheltered and circum- 
scribed, but in the main happy, useful and satisfying. The new bride had much to 
learn: methods of marketing and the management of servants, the intricate pattern 
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of Mexican courtship, the rigid etiquette governing every aspect of public and 
private life, but she found much to love and admire in the large-hearted, deeply 
religious family into which she was so generously welcomed. (92) 


THE PUBLIC IS NEVER WRONG. The Autobiography of Adolph Zukor, 
with Dale Kramer. Cassell, 15s. 1954. 20} cm. 232 pages. 21 photographs. Index. 


An informal series of autobiographical recollections by one of the earliest showmen 
and film producers in the American cinema. He tells his story from the time he 
first arrived in the United States as an immigrant from Hungary to the period of his 
achievement of a complete half-century in the motion picture industry. His recollec- 
tions turn mainly on his earlier business associations, his experiences and his problems 
handling stars and film-makers (particularly during the period of the silent film) 
and his belief, reflected in the title of the book, that the showman is always the 
servant of his public. (92) 


INTERNATIONAL WHO’S WHO, 1954. 18th edition. Europa 
Publications, 100s. 1954. 254m. 1,078 pages. 


Several hundred new entries have been added to this new and up-to-date edition 
of an invaluable reference work. It provides brief biographical data (including 
published writings, musical compositions and works of art) about eminent men and 
women of all nations and in an astonishing range of occupations—academic, 
scientific, commercial, artistic, etc. The entries are based where possible on information 
supplied by the subjects themselves. Particulars are also included of the reigning 
royal families of the world.

A comprehensive and reliable compendium of factual information on the architects 
and master-builders of the Stuart and Georgian periods. More than a thousand 
biographies, together with fully documented lists of each man’s works, are included 
in the book, which contains a great deal of hitherto unpublished material. Two 
admirable introductory essays on the building trades and the architectural profession 
are of particular importance and interest. The indexes are models of their kind. 
The architectural scholar and the discerning tourist owe an immense debt of gratitude 
to the author, who is a historian and Fellow of St. John’s College, Oxford, for his 
years of patient and accurate research. (927-2)

THE HENTYS. An Australian Colonial Tapestry. Marnie Bassett. Oxford 
University Press, 63s. 1954. 22}cm. 596 pages. $4 illustrations. 3 maps.

Among the families who emigrated to Australia in the early nineteenth century were 

Thomas Henty, a middle-aged Sussex farmer, his wife, daughter and seven sons. 

Family papers telling the story of their early difficulties and eventual settlement have 

survived and form the basis of this detailed history which describes their English 

background, and follows their fortunes in various parts of Australia. The Hentys 
for the most part became prosperous and respected citizens of the country, where 
many of their numerous descendants still live, but the importance of this book lies 
not so much in their achievements as in the meticulous care with which the family 
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documents have been supplemented from archives and printed material to give 
a vivid and scholarly reflection of twenty significant years in the growth of 
Australia. (929-2) 


COMBAT AND CARNIVAL. Peter Carew. Constable, 21s. 1954. 224 cm, 
256 pages. 9 illustrations. Index. 
This book is based on the letters, diaries and other papers belonging to the Carews 
of Hacombe, an old Devonshire family of country gentry. It describes the life of 
some members of the family (with copious extracts from the papers) during the 
period between the French Revolution and the Crimean War. Since one member of 
the family fought at Waterloo, and wrote an eyewitness account of the battle, while 
another was a captain in the famous Light Brigade and lived to write a description 
of the charge at Balaclava, there is plenty of historical interest for the author to 
weave into his story. An interesting and amusing contribution to nineteenth century 
history. (929-2) 


Ancient Rome 


THE NORTH AFRICAN PROVINCES FROM DIOCLETIAN 
TO THE VANDAL CONQUEST. B. H. Warmington. Cambridge 
University Press, 12s.6d. 1954. 132 pages. 3 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

This lucid account of Roman North Africa during the last phase of its existence 

makes good use of recent archaeological discoveries and inscriptions. Introductory 

chapters on the administrative and military history are followed by discussion of 
the defence of the frontier region; the cities and the measures taken to prevent the 
extinction of their aristocracies; the country with its long continued agricultural 
prosperity; relations of Moors and Romans; the Donatist schism, without overstress 
on its significance as a nationalist or social revolt; the lively intellectual life of 
the province. This useful and attractive monograph is a welcome addition to the 
increasing interest in the later Roman Empire. (937) 


ROME BEYOND THE IMPERIAL FRONTIERS. Sir Mortimer 
Wheeler. Bell, 25s. 1954. 22} cm. 204 pages. 38 plates. 19 illustrations in text. 
Map. Bibliography. Index. 

Much is written about the Roman Empire but little about its far-reaching influence 

on peoples living outside its frontiers. Sir Mortimer Wheeler, Professor of the 

Archaeology of the Roman Provinces, London University, has summarised our now 

rapidly increasing knowledge of the subject, based on both classical texts and modern 

excavation. Like America today, Rome gave military and financial aid to foreign 
allies; she sought amber from the Baltic, ivory and incense from Africa and Arabia, 
pepper from India and Oriental silks. Sir Mortimer’s account of these material relics 
of these diplomatic and commercial dealings will be useful to students and good 
reading for anyone interested in ancient history. (937) 


World War II 

ASSIGNMENT TO CATASTROPHE. Vol. I. Prelude to Dunkirk, 
July 1939-May 1940. Major-General Sir Edward Spears. Heinemann, 25s. 1954. 
22$.cm. 348 pages. 11 illustrations. 3 maps. Endpaper map. Index. 

General Spears, well known for his excellent books on World War I, here gives 

a unique account of the early days of the last war seen from the House of Commons 
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and in France. As the Prime Minister’s personal representative with Monsicur 
Reynaud and a friend of many of the French ministers, he had an intimate view of 
the events preceding the fall of France. He also met the leading generals, such as 
Pétain, Weygand, Gamelin and Georges, and was present at many of the high-level 
conferences. _ result is a remarkably vivid picture of those tragic days seen through 
the eyes of a great lover of France. The author, who writes most attractively 
throughout, vA. gives a portrait of his chief, Winston Churchill, of whom he is 
a fervent admirer. (940-53) 


Britain 
PETWORTH MANOR IN THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 
Lord Leconfield. Oxford University Press, 25s. 1954. 22 cm. 180 pages. 2 plates. 
3 illustrations in text. 18 maps. Index. 
This unassuming and extremely interesting study of the manor of Petworth is based 
on documents preserved in the family archives. It gives a clear picture of manorial 
organisation, the growth of the lord's demesne, the working of the mills, and the 
extent of the local iron industry, together with much information about the sanitation 
and general hygiene of the town, for which the manor court was responsible. The 
last chapter describes the town, its houses and inhabitants. There are several maps, 
the most important of which is a reproduction of one of the manor drawn in 1610. 
This is a model local history, valuable to the specialist, and enlightening to the 
layman. (942) 


UNDER DARTMOOR HILLS. D. St. Leger-Gordon. Hale, 16s. 1954. 
22}cm. 216 pages. 27 photographs. Bibliography. Index 


An unassuming but knowledgeable social history of the English village, with special 
reference to a group of villages on the north slopes of Dartmoor, notably Sticklepath, 
where the author has lived for over thirty years. After telling us as much as is known 
of the local history, the author describes the changes in village life through the 
centuries, and above all the character of the countrymen, past and present: farmers 
and villagers, parsons and schoolmasters, craftsmen, innkeepers, village policemen and 
postmen. The author conveys the results of his intensive study of his neighbours 
with a freshness and quiet humour that make very pleasant reading. (942) 


Malta 


BRITAIN IN MALTA. Harrison Smith. 2 vols. Progress Press (Valetta, Malta), 
128.6d. each vol. 1954. 214m. 274:220 pages. Bibliography. 
The complex story of administration and politics in Malta under British rule is a 
field in which much research remains to be done, and it is therefore welcome to 
have a new study of the subject. The first volume, “Constitutional Development of 
Malta in the Nineteenth Century’, is a useful outline though its source material is 
confined to published works available in America. The second volume contains a 
much more detailed account of a period outlined in the first, ‘Italian Influence on 
British Policy in Malta 1899-1903’. During these years there was a considerable 
conflict between Maltese political leaders and British administrators over the use of 
the Italian language in Malta, and though this was superficially of entirely local 
importance, Dr. Smith relates it to Anglo-Italian relations, and by drawing on 
official archives in London and Rome has provided useful source material for the 
future student.

THE PEOPLE OF THE SIERRA. J. A. Pitt-Rivers. Introduction by 
Prof. E. E. Evans-Pritchard. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 18s. 1954. 224 cm.

Dr. Pitt-Rivers continues in the fourth generation the anthropological traditions of 
his family. This attractive book is a plainly written sociological account, anthro 

logical because based on direct study not documents, of the people of Alcal4 de la 
Sierra, a village in Andalusia. It describes their daily occupations, relations with 
Church, province and state, their use of nicknames, local customs, etc. Dr. Pitt- 
Rivers finds that state and local community values are in conflict and that this tension 
is resolved in part by secrecy (full information is never given to, nor expected by 
state officials) and in part by a system of protective. patronage. (946) 


Norway 
WEST NORWAY AND ITS FJORDS. A History of Bergen and its 


Provinces. Frank Noel Stagg. Allen & Unwin, 18s. 1954. 246 pages. 33 photographs. 
Sketch map. Endpaper map. Index. 


This, the third book Commander Stagg has published on the Norwegian scene, deals 
with the turbulent, colourful history of Bergen and West Norway in general, from 
earliest times to the present day. The expert in Scandinavian affairs will find much 
of interest in it, but it is intended primarily for the general reader who wishes to 
add to his knowledge of Norway and her centuries-old links with Britain. The 
painstaking research worker will doubtless find grounds for disagreement here and 
there, but this in no way detracts from the book’s achievement. A wealth of factual 
material has been skilfully compressed and the author’s vivid style, with his evident 
love for his subject, makes reading as entertaining as it is instructive. (948-1) 


Greece 


THE ANNUAL OF THE BRITISH SCHOOL AT ATHENS. 
No. XLVIII. 1953. British School at Athens (50 Bedford Square, London), 63s. 1954. 
254 cm. 380 pages. 70 plates. Numerous illustrations in text. Index. 


As usual the Annual covers a wide range of Greek archaeology, ranging from the 
neolithic pottery of Knossos to Byzantine musical modes. The report on recent work 
at Mycenae includes an important study of horsemanship in the second and first 
millennia B.C. by the present Director of the School, Mr. M. S. F. Hood, and 
Miss Benton describes eighth century B.C. material from Ithaca which includes 
some interesting bronzes. Excavation techniques in Greece, however, to judge by the 
details presented in this volume, are still in a rudimentary state when compared with 
the standards now current among the leading archaeologists in Britain and other 
European countries. (949°5) 


Iran 


IRAN. Richard N. Frye. Allen & Unwin, 8s.6d. 1954. 19cm. 136 pages. 
2 maps. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 


In this short and concise history the long story of Persia is admirably told and the 
narrative flows easily through the changing powers of the Empires of the past. 
The coming of Islam, with the subsequent influence on the religious life of the people 
and their relations with the rest of the Moslem world, is well analysed. The modern 
history dates from the nineteenth century as Persia and the Near East come in contact 
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with western power politics and so with new ideas and culture. In the midst of these 
changes, the writer deals with understanding with the aspirations of the people. 
The book is written for an American public and the English reader will find some 
surprising idiom and some gaps in the bibliography, but he will find few books on 
this subject so readable, sincere and informative. (955) 


Middle East 


THE MIDDLE EAST. A Political and Economic Survey. 2nd edition, revised. 
Royal Institute of International Affairs. Royal Institute of International Affairs, 
358. 1954. 22cm. $90 pages. Maps. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

Two impressions of the first edition (1950) of this handbook went rapidly out of 

print. There is no comparable guide to the whole area of the Middle East combining, 

as this volume does, history, current events and economics in Arabia, Cyprus, Egypt, 

Persia, Iraq, Israel, the Sudan, Syria, Lebanon, Jordan and Turkey. The figures in 

this new edition are brought up to 1952 but many recent incidents have outstripped 

publication in spite of the addition of a postscript. An impressive number of experts 
have helped in the compilation of this work and there is no doubt that a further 

edition will soon be needed to keep up with events in this volatile area. (956) 


Sudan 


A HISTORY OF THE BEJA TRIBES OF THE SUDAN. A Paul. 
Cambridge University Press, 15s. 1954. 224 cm. 172 pages. 7 photographs. 5 maps. 
Glossary. Bibliography. Index. 

The mountains and deserts of the Eastern Sudan have been inhabited continuously for 

more than 4,000 years by nomadic pastoral tribes of Hamitic stock. Mr. Paul’s concise 

and authoritative sketch, based partly on original field research, stresses the 
character and social condition of the people: successively exploited by the Pharaohs, 
enemies of Rome, conquered by Arabs, subjects of Turkey, and doughty opponents 
of the British (they are Kipling’s famous ‘Fuzzy-Wuzzies’), they have nevertheless 
remained ‘supreme individualists, unamenable to authority’. The book, a welcome 
contribution to little-known African history, is attractively produced and has some 


good photographs. (962-4)

This standard reference book contains general information about the islands, including 

communications, economics, legal matters, education, medicine, places of worship,

FETCH HER AWAY. Ruth Adam. Chapman & Hall, 11s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
220 pages. 


In Suzanne, the little girl who is ‘fetched away’ from a broken home to be reared in 
a welfare institution and approved school, the problem of the unwanted child becomes 
poignantly personified. Suzanne turns into an emotionally stunted child and a 
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delinquent adolescent—a sad indictment of an upbringing which, while well-meaning 
and benevolent, fails to provide the conditions for normal development and, above al], 
a home of her own. To achieve this she, eventually, proposes to marry a virtual 
stranger and to bear another unwanted child. A deeply moving and disturbing story 
told with instinctive understanding of child mentality and with artistic restraint. 


COCKATOOS. A Story of Youth and Exodists. Brent of Bin Bin. Angus & 
Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 16s. 1954. 224m. 288 pages. 


A notable Australian novelist here continues the saga of Australian country life 
begun in Up the Country and Ten Creeks Run. This novel concerns the struggles of 
the talented young people of fifty years ago who, to achieve any sort of outlet, 
were forced to leave Australia, and who, in trying to do so, suffered ridicule and 
disparagement. The central character, Ignez, whose beautiful voice is ruined through 
lack of understanding from the people to whom she turns, not only gains our 
sympathies as a person, but is also a symbol of others of her time. 


PRINCE RUPERT’S DAUGHTER. Elizabeth D’Oyley. Michael Joseph, 
12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 296 pages.. Genealogical table. 


Miss D’Oyley’s last novel, The English March, described the life of Prince Rupert, 
grandson of James I, and this book continues the family history with a romantic 
portrayal of the prince’s daughter, Ruperta. But for her illegitimate birth Ruperta 
would have been next in succession to Queen Anne and her life was lived in close 
proximity to the court at St. James and Windsor from the days of Charles II to those 
of George I. With an intuitive imagination that rarely strikes a false note Miss D’Oyley 
portrays an intelligent, high-spirited young woman growing to maturity in turbulent 
times. A fine example of unpretentious historical fiction. 


A WREATH FOR THE ENEMY. Pamela Frankau. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 
1954. 20} cm. 254 pages. 

Witty, thoughtful and compassionate, this is a brilliant portrayal of Youth in its search 
for life’s permanent values, set in the French Riviera and the English Cotswolds—both 
places playing a decisive part in the lives of the two young people, Penelope and Don, 
who dominate the story. At the Riviera hotel they jointly face their first encounter 
with death, and each later undergoes an equally crucial experience in the Cotswold 
country-house. The supporting characters, some sophisticated and wise, some amusing 
and pathetic, and some conventionally respectable, supply a dialogue that can sting 
with irony, sparkle with gaiety, and move the heart. 


THE HONEYED PEACE. Martha Gellhorn. Deutsch, 10s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 
248 pages. 

Most of these ten stories, by an alert and cosmopolitan American, have a more or 
less common theme: they are studies, bitter-sweet, sophisticated and extremely slick, 
of the aftermath of the war—of the disinherited or disorientated in Paris, America, 
Rome, Jaffa, and even Grimsby. Miss Gellhorn has a special affection for Poles, is 
quite cynical about her own countrymen, and gives one devastating portrait of a 
correct Englishwoman who is roused to passion by a Roman practitioner in the 
arts of love, as an exercise in technique. The most imaginative piece concerns an 
American novelist heading for dementia. 
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CONTANGO DAY. Barbara Jefferis. Dent, 11s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 204 pages. 


For Miss Doxy, an elderly filing clerk, her birthday becomes a day of reckoning and 
ultimately of tragic release from mental burdens borne too long. Her thoughts 
return to her adolescence, and revive emotions—intense love for her father and hatred 
of her mother—that have warped her mind permanently. Her three levels of con- 
sciousness, the actual present, the unforgettable past, and the twilight of mental 
delusion with lurking dangers and pressing responsibilities, intertwine to create a 
unified and credible whole. This first novel by an Australian shows strength in the 
delineation of character and disciplined style. 


THE BUTTERFLY NET. John Lodwick. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 
330 pages. 
Mr. Lodwick—noted for versatility—here provides a brilliantly entertaining extrava- 
ganza of literary life. It principally concerns a writer who undertakes to finish a novel 
left uncomplete -d by a Victorian peer, but Mr. Lodwick performs so many delectable 
variations on this theme that it is impossible to summarise the rich variety of 
characters, sub-plots and incidents that make up his gloriously droll composition. 
Enough to say that the tale contains a ghost, a suicide, a beautiful girl, a wicked 
publisher, and a silent film actor. For invention and acid wit this book ranks high. 


THE SOLDIER AT THE DOOR. Edith Pargeter. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 1954. 
19cm. 246 pages. 

Miss Pargeter’s new novel, intelligent and deeply serious, is something of a tract for 
the times, but she has put her case for pacifism in very human perspective. The 
working class mother of a young conscript killed in the Korea war questions the 
justice of such a useless and unsought death. Simple, extremely sincere and acting 
without self-pity or rancour, she approaches the local vicar and her Labour M.P. 
(coming into contact with the latter’s son himself about to be called up). Behind their 
glib answers both church and politician, and the lad too, are profoundly disturbed— 
the dead soldier stands, in fact, on the threshold of their own consciences. 


THE FELLOWSHIP OF THE RING. J. R. R. Tolkien. Allen & Unwin, 
21s. 19$4. 23 cm. 444 pages. 2 illustrations in text. Map. 


Into the happy, carefree existence of the ‘hobbit’ hero comes the terrifying discovery 
that he has become the guardian of the Ring of Power, sought for by the Dark Lord 
as the instrument with which to subdue the world. Pursued and opposed by evil 
creatures of many kinds, but aided by dwarfs, elves, men and the wizard Gandalf, 
he and his companions begin the perilous journey from Hobbiton to the Crack of 
Doom, where alone the fatal ring may be destroyed. This, in bald outline, is the plot 
of part one of a trilogy, The Lord of the Rings, but not even those who already know 
the enchanted world revealed in Professor Tolkien’s earlier book The Hobbit will be 
prepared for the curious fascination of this strange romance with its original and 
compelling mythology, its sense of serious purpose and its fine imaginative writing. 


THE COURSE OF LOVE. Rachel Trickett. Constable, 13s.6d. 1954. 
19cm. 316 pages. 


Miss Trickett has followed up her first novel The Return Home—which was awarded 
the John Llewellyn Rhys Memorial Prize in 1953—with a story similar in kind but 
more accomplished in execution. Its se tting is a small English town and its background 
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provincial university life; through a well-defined maze of social and professional 
behaviour-patterns the story of a man’s relations with two women threads its leisurely 
way. Everything in the book is precise and delicate, even prim—in fact, in style the 
book resembles something written fifty years ago. This archaic flavour is curious but, 


for this kind of story, very effective. 


GERMINAL. Emile Zola. Newly translated from the French and with an 
introduction by L. W. Tancock. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1954. 18 cm. 498 pages. 
Bibliographical note. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 


Gide considered Germinal (1885) one of the ten finest novels in the French language, 
and for many this horrific picture of conditions in the mining industry, and of 
general working-class conditions, is Zola’s masterpiece. It is important before reading 
it to study Dr. Tancock’s wholly admirable introduction which not only sets out the 
genealogy of the hero Etienne Lentier, but assesses the indictment at its true value, 
pointing out that many of the scandals described had already been remedied. ‘Zola 
was no longer describing a living organism, but dissecting a corpse.’ The translation 
is excellently done. 


Reprints 
KEEP THE ASPIDISTRA FLYING. George Orwell. Reprint. Secker & 
Warburg, 12s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 304 pages. 


A welcome reprint, for this novel has been out of print and unobtainable since its 
first publication in 1936. It is the second of Orwell’s four London novels and its theme 
is money. The hero makes war on money but eventually come to terms with it for the 
sake of his wife and child. Not one of Orwell’s great performances, the chief interests 
are the treatment of the love story, the delightful heroine, the London descriptions 
and especially the Piccadilly scene. The “down-and-out’ descriptions are among 
Orwell’s best in that genre.

CHICKWEED. Rene Cloke. Edmund Ward (Leicester), 4s. 1954. 19cm. 
64 pages. 39 illustrations in colour. (Bluejacket Series) 


SLIPPERY SAM. Mary Kerr. Edmund Ward (Leicester), 4s. 1954. 19 cm. 
64 pages. 32 illustrations in colour. (Bluejacket Series) 

In this new series a short sentence in large letters is printed on each page to help 
five-year-olds to read the gist of the story themselves. Chickweed is an amusing tale 
with lively drawings, peopled with numerous characters, about four adventurous 
hens and their escape to a nearby fair to enjoy themselves. Slippery Sam, a little 
whiting, one day leaves his sheltered pool, meets Big Fish and is taken off to school. 
He grows up overnight and goes out next morning to seek a ‘profession’. He fails 
to become either a sailor or a bus driver, and the ‘young reader’ is there left to invent 
his own ending. Sam’s marine world is attractively illustrated. 


POLLY AND OLIVER. David Scott Daniell. Cape, 9s.6d. 1954. 20} cm. 
224 pages. Illustrations by William Stobbs. 


This story of a drummer boy in a Foot Regiment stationed in Sicily during the 
Napoleonic wars is an immediate sequel to Mission for Oliver, and once again young 
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Crowe and Polly, the madcap daughter of Sergeant Trott, become involved in a 
series of adventures, each more improbable and hair-raising than the last. They are 
shipwrecked, captured by Genoese pirates, pit their wits against their old enemy 
Zucconi, the Italian spy, and a couple of British traitors, and in a glorious finale 
bring news that saves the Regiment from annihilation. The tale is told with great 
gusto for children from nine to twelve. 


HORNBLOWER GOES TO SEA. HORNBLOWER TAKES 
COMMAND. C. S. Foresier. Selected by G. P. Griggs. Michael Joseph, 7s.6d. 
each. 1954. 20 cm. 192:224 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by Geoffrey Whittam. 
(Cadet Edition) 

The first two volumes of a series of four designed to bring Horatio Hornblower’s 

exciting adventures within the range of young readers from twelve to sixteen. In the 

first, abridged from Mr. Midshipman Hornblower and Lieutenant Hornblower, the young 
officer is seen in action off the French coast and in the West Indies. In the second, 
from Hornblower and the Atropos and The Happy Return, Hornblower commands 
salvage operations in Turkish waters and harries the Spanish by land and sea in Central 

America. The several episodes build up a vividly accurate picture of British naval 

life in the days of Nelson. 


ORLANDO’S ZOO. Kathleen Hale. Murray, 2s. 1954. Obl. 224 cm. 
30 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour) by the author. Paper covers. 


Aunt Lil, a tired tiger relative of Orlando’s, comes over from India to stay with him 
for a rest but unfortunately she brings all her tired friends from the jungle to share 
his hospitality. How the problem of accommodation is solved and other difficulties 
of the visit are overcome makes another very entertaining story to add to the 
chronicles of the famous marmalade cat and his charming family. It will delight 
their admirers of all ages, especially those from five to eight. 


MIMFF TAKES OVER. H. J. Kaeser. Translated from the Swedish by 
David Ascoli. Oxford University Press, 10s,6d. 1954. 224m. 192 pages. 
Illustrations and coloured endpaper by Edward Ardizzone. 

Jani Németh, a Hungarian boy whose parents have disappeared, is adopted by an 
English family. Mimff, the son of the house, his stalwart friend Billy, and Bobby Bob, 
a versatile young film actor, try to help him to find his mother, from whom he has 
received a mysterious letter. How they succeed is told in various amusing episodes, 
the climax being reached when Mimff takes over the piloting of a helicopter, landing 
by accident on the French coast. Boys between nine and twelve will enjoy all this, 
not least the chapters wherein Jani, who claims to be an inventor, proves his 
inventive genius’. 


THE HOUSE OF THE PELICAN. Elisabeth Kyle. Nelson, 8s.6d. 1954. 


20$cm. 256 pages. Illustrations, including frontispiece in colour, by Peggy 
Fortnum. 


Miss Kyle is at the top of her form in a story set in Edinburgh during the Festival 
months. There is a mystery connected with the elusive occupant of the House of the 
Pelican—a derelict, historic building hidden away behind the famous Royal Mile— 
but it is one that is entirely indigenous to its locale. The four young people who figure 
largely in this original and beguiling tale are a landlady’s daughter, the son of some 
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rich Americans and the two children of a trombone player in one of the Festival 
orchestras. The characters, young and old, are presented with good humour and a 
refreshing honesty. For children of twelve upwards. 


THE HORSE AND HIS BOY. C. S. Lewis. Bles, 10s.6d. 1954. 204 cm. 
200 pages. Illustrations by Pauline Baynes. 


The magic land of Narnia is thoroughly familiar to Mr. Lewis’s young readers—who 
range from the age of eight onwards. This story—which has a strong antique flavour 
of Arabian Nights and Arthurian legend—is set in a neighbouring country and 
concerns a fisherboy who is taken in charge by a wonderful Talking Horse; he has 
many adventures, including a good battle, before he reaches Narnia and discovers 
he is really the long-lost son of a king. If the narrative has not the subtle overtones 
of previous books, this is certainly a vivid adventure tale. 


Non-Fiction 
INTRODUCING ANIMALS-WITH-BACKBONES. William and 
Helena Bullough. Methuen, 8s.6d. 1954. 214.cm. 80 pages. 84 black-and-white 
drawings. 
Professor and Mrs. Bullough’s previous book, Introducing Animals, dealt with 
invertebrates. In this new book, children from six to ten years may learn how verte- 
brates evolved through fishes and reptiles up to mammals and man. Each of the 
seventeen chapters is self-contained and they alternate between description (queer 
fishes, bird adaptations, mammalian reproduction) and the consideration of evolution- 
ary topics (the difficulties of living on land, cold and warm blood, etc.). One hopes 
that non-zoological parents will be prepared for the spate of questions which this 
stimulating book will arouse. 


GOING TO THE BALLET. Arnold Haskell. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1954. 
18cm. 126 pages. 42 photographs. Glossary. Index. Paper covers. (Puffin Story 
Books) 

This excellent introduction to the essentials of understanding and appreciation is 
addressed by the Director of Sadler’s Wells Ballet School in a cheerful conversational 
style to young readers interested in ballet. It first appeared in 1950, and this neat 
reissue has been brought up to date by revisions in text and photographs and in the 
list, ‘from current repertoires’ of British and visiting companies, of ‘some ballets 
for you to see’. 


HAVELOK and SIR ORFEO. Rendered into modern English by 
Robert Montagu. Edmund Ward (Leicester), 7s.6d. 1954. 19cm. 118 pages. 
6 illustrations. (Golden Legend) 


About 1300 a scribe wrote down the story of Havelok in the Lincolnshire dialect of 
English. It is an heroic early lay of kingly strife in England and Denmark. Its simple 
excitement is here well rendered for older readers. Sir Orfeo is a variant of the Greek 
legend of Orpheus and Eurydice, but twisted into a happy ending. 


MARCO POLO. Manuel Komroff. Methuen, 9s.6d. 1954. 19 cm. 156 pages. 
20 line drawings by Jill Waldock. 


Mr. Komroff has written a lively account of Marco Polo, the thirteenth-century 
Venetian traveller in China and the East. Keeping fairly close to the original Travels 
as a basis, he has cast it largely in the form of conversations, a method which will make 
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more appeal to the imagination of the young reader. A map and indications, for 
further reading are noticeably lacking. Suitable for young people frem twelve to 
fourteen. 


LAVENDER’S BLUE. A Book of Nursery Rhymes. Compiled by Kathileen 
Lines. Oxford University Press, 15s. 1954. 26 cm. Numerous illustrations (some in 
colour) and endpaper drawings in colour by Harold Jones. Index. 


Miss Kathleen Lines is a well-known authority on children’s reading. In making this 
substantial collection she has cast her net wide to include not only the familiar pieces 
but also a number that may be less well known. The book has nine sections: cradle 
rhymes and games; rhymes about children; famous nursery characters such as Old 
King Cole, the Queen of Hearts, etc.; rhymes about animals; an alphabet section; 
counting rhymes; rhymes for games; little stories in verse; and a final collection of 
riddles and sayings. This large and handsomely produced book is copiously and 
brightly illustrated and should give pleasure in countless nurseries. 


OXFORD JUNIOR ENCYCLOPAEDIA. Vol. XII. THE ARTS. 
General Editors: Laura E. Salt and Robert Sinclair. Oxford University Press, 30s. 
1954. 254 cm. 496 pages. 24 plates (8 in colour). Numerous illustrations in text. 
Musical examples. 


The tenth volume of this splendid reference book to appear (Engineering and The Home 
are still to come). Though primarily intended for school libraries and older children, 
it is one any adult would be glad to possess for its wide range of information concisely 
presented and clearly expressed. It comprises architecture, painting, sculpture, music, 
poetry, prose and drama, and deals with the history and the forms of each of the 
arts, though for biographies the reader must turn to Vol. V of the series. The tenor 
of the work is thoroughly contemporary, and the young reader can learn, say, of 
Sir William Walton, Dylan Thomas, Corbusier’s Unité d’Habitation, or Picasso’s 
Guernica as well of the great achievements of the past the world over. All the articles 
are written by specialists. 


ENJOYING PAINTINGS. A. C. Ward. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1954. 

18 cm. 190 pages. 27 illustrations. Chart. Index. Paper covers. (Puffin Story Books) 
The story of European painting from prehistoric times (the Altamira caves) to our 
own day (Picasso and Paul Nash) is outlined in a sensibly written text, which in no 
sense ‘writes down’ to its intended readers. A comparative chart of the chief European 
painters, and a key to pronunciation are included. This excellent little survey (origin- 
ally published in 1949) is suitable for young people from twelve to sixteen.
